To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives. 

The  Tax  Commissioner  and  Commissioner  of  Corporations 
hereby  submits  to  the  General  Court  his  annual  report  of  the 
business  of  the  department  for  the  year  ending  November  30, 
1911.  The  form  of  the  report  is  changed  from  that  of  preceding 
reports,  in  the  belief  that  the  General  Court  and  the  public  will 
find  a  more  readable  and  instructive  volume.  Tables  showing 
the  assets  and  liabilities,  indebtedness  and  sinking  funds  of 
cities  and  towns  have  been  omitted,  since  the  law  requiring  this 
information  to  be  reported  to  the  Tax  Commissioner  has  been 
repealed  (see  chapter  308  of  the  Acts  of  1911).  The  list  of 
domestic  corporations,  which  heretofore  has  comprised  a  large 
and  increasing  part  of  the  report,  is  also  omitted.  I  am  required 
by  statute  to  furnish  this  list  of  corporations  to  boards  of  assess- 
ors, but  the  law  does  not  require  me  to  include  it  in  my  annual 
report.  The  list  has  become  so  large  that  I  am  now  printing  it 
as  a  separate  volume  for  assessors. 

The  Taxation  of  Foreign  Coepobations. 

By  chapter  158  of  the  Eesolves  of  1911,  approved  by  His 
Excellency  on  July  28,  the  Tax  Commissioner  was  directed  — 

to  investigate  the  subject  of  the  taxation  of  foreign  corporations  having 
a  nsaal  place  of  business  in  the  conunonwealth  and  to  report  ...  as 
to  what  changes,  if  any,  should  be  made  in  the  laws  relating  thereto, 
and  whether,  in  eonneetion  therewitl^  or  otherwise,  any  change  in  the 
law  relating  to  the  taxation  of  incomes  is  desirable. 

The  resolve  had  its  origin  in  a  recommendation  contained 
in  the  annual  report  of  the  Tax  Commissioner,  which  recom- 
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inendation  related  solely  to  the  taxation  of  foreign  corporations. 
It  was  made  primarily^  as  was  stated  in  the  report  of  the  com- 
missioner^ for  the  reason  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  had  then  recently  declared  unconstitutional  a  law  of 
the  State  of  Kansas  imposing  certain  taxes  upon  foreign  cor- 
porationS;  which  Kansas  law  was  in  some  respects  similar 
to  the  Massachusetts  law  imposing  upon  foreign  corporations 
an  excise  based  upon  their  whole  authorized  capital  stock.  The 
possibility  was  recognized  that  a  similar  fate  awaited  the  Massa- 
chusetts law^  and  it  was  urged  that  Massachusetts  might  well 
be  getting  together  the  facts  she  would  need  if  she  found  it 
necessary  to  make  a  new  law  governing  the  taxation  of  foreign 
corporations.  When  this  recommendation  was  made  in  Janu- 
ary, 1911,  it  was  my  belief  that  within  the  year  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  would  have  passed  upon  our  law  and 
that  OUT  own  courts  would  have  decided  additional  cases  arising 
under  it.  I  expected  that  judicial  interpretation  would  have 
proceeded  so  far  as  to  make  clear  the  soundness  of  our  present 
excise  tax  law  for  foreign  corporations,  or  the  respects  in  which 
it  was  unconstitutional.  This  expectation  has  not  been  realized* 
Since  the  writing  of  my  last  report  and  my  recommendation 
for  an  investigation  of  this  subject  no  case  affecting  our  law 
has  been  decided  either  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  or  by 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  Therefore,  so  far 
as  judicial  interpretation  is  concerned  we  are  to-day  in  exactly 
the  same  position  as  we  were  a  year  ago.  Furthermore,  the 
receipts  from  the  excise  tax  paid  by  foreign  corporations  are 
some  $13,000  larger  than  in  any  previous  year,  and  are  in  the 
respectable  amount  of  $269,250.57. 

In  addition  to  this  there  are  now  before  both  the  State  and 
the  federal  court  several  cases  which  may  be  expected  to  be 
decided  before  many  months.  It  seems  to  me  that  to  attempt 
to  offer  a  solution  to  the  very  complex  question  of  the  taxation 
of  foreign  corporations  before  we  know  wherein  our  present 
law  may  be  defective  is  both  unwise  and  improper.  It  is  true 
that  such  cases  as  are  now  pending  involve  directly  only  the 
question  of  excise  taxation,  while  the  whole  question  of  the 
taxation  of  foreign  corporations  is  much  broader,  including  as 
it  does  the  question  of  the  property  tax.     But  in  the  general 
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q^Btem  of  corporate  taxation  evolved  by  Massachusetts,  £rom 
wUch  we  are  not  likely  to  depart,  excise  and  property  taxes  are 
closely  related  and  are  to  a  great  extent  complementary.  Each 
affects  the  other,  and  any  adequate  consideration  of  one  makes 
necessary  a  study  and  discussion  of  the  other. 

Taxation  of  foreign  corporations  is  but  a  very  limited  part 
of  the  whole  problem  of  taxation*  In  the  spring  of  1911  the 
attention  of  the  Greneral  Court  was  by  His  Excellency  directed 
to  the  larger  questions  of  taxation.  Again  this  year  the  whole 
matter  is  before  the  Legislature.  It  seems  to  me  impossible 
to  formulate  any  sound  policy  relating  to  a  minor  detail  before 
it  is  known  whether  fundamental  changes  in  the  whole  system 
of  taxation  are  to  be  undertaken.  The  sequence  of  events  has 
brought  it  about  that  that  which  a  year  ago  appeared  as  a 
separate  matter  to  be  studied  quite  largely  by  itself  in  the 
light  of  expected  judicial  interpretation  has  become,  so  far 
as  the  Legislature  is  concerned,  a  subordinate  part  of  a  great 
question  under  consideration  by  your  honorable  body.  For 
the  present,  at  least,  the  taxation  of  foreign  corporations  as 
a  separate  matter  is  unimportant,  or  rather,  is  incapable  of 
solution.  Therefore,  while  I  have  during  the  brief  time  elaps- 
ing since  the  passage  of  the  resolve  gathered  together  some 
data  and  made  some  study  of  this  matter,  my  report  upon  this 
phase  of  the  subject  submitted  to  me  is  that  no  change  in  the 
present  law  ought  to  be  made  this  year.  If  the  General  Court 
shall  see  fit  to  authorize  me  to  continue  for  another  year  the 
study  of  this  matter,  I  am  hopeful  that  conditions  wiU  so 
change  that  constructive  recommendations  can  be  made  to  the 
next  G^eral  Court. 

Income  Taxation. 

The  inclusion  in  this  resolve  of  the  question  of  the  taxation 
of  incomes  is  quite  another  matter,  since  I  am  directed  to 
report  upon  this  question  either  in  connection  with  or  distinct 
from  the  subject  of  the  taxation  of  foreign  corporations.  Be- 
cause of  my  conclusion  that  no  legislation  relating  to  the  taxa- 
tion of  foreign  corporations  ought  to  be  undertaken,  this  year, 
it  follows  that  the  question  of  the  taxation  of  incomes  is  to  be 
discnssed  in  its  broader  aspects  with  reference  to  our  whole 
tax  code. 
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As  is  well  kuown^  taxation  in  Massachusetts  is  by  the  Con- 
stitution restricted  to  the  imposition  of  reasonable  excises  and 
to  the  reasonable  and  proportional  taxation  of  property.  Gen- 
erally speakings  the  administration  of  our  laws  imposing  excise 
taxes  is  in  the  hands  of  State  officers,  while  the  laws  taxing 
property  are  administered  by  municipal  boards  of  assessors 
and  by  other  municipal  officers.  It  is  undoubtedly  true  to 
say  that  administration  by  the  State  has  been  more  nearly  in 
accordance  with  the  law  than  has  administration  by  the  munici- 
palities. When  I  say  this^  however,  I  do  not  mean  to  laud 
myself  and  my  predecessors  in  office  at  the  expense  of  city 
and  town  officials.  I  mean,  rather,  that  the  enforcement  of 
our  excise  tax  laws  has  been  a  possible  task,  and  that  the 
machinery  of  administration  has  been  highly  perfected,  and 
that  the  enforcement  of  some  parts  of  our  laws  for  the  taxa- 
tion of  property  has  been  and  now  is  an  impossible  task 
under  any  circumstances;  and  further,  that  the  administrative 
machinery  established  has  been  far  from  adequate  to  secure 
the  best  results.  In  this  sense  it  is  fair  to  say  that  our  excise 
tax  laws  have  been  successfully  administered,  and  our  laws 
for  the  taxation  of  property  have  not,  to  the  same  extent. 

I  have  said  that  the  performance  of  the  duty  laid  on  boards 
of  assessors  is  in  part  an  impossible  task.  Let  us  see  what 
this  duty  is.  The  law  requires  assessors  to  assess  at  its  fair 
cash  value  — 

First. —  Real  estate,  —  land  and  buildings. 

Second.  —  Machinery. 

Third.  —  Merchandise,  stock  in  process  of  manufacture,  and 
other  tangible  personal  property,  including  household  be- 
longings. 

Fourth.  —  Money  in  hand,  or  in  bank  in  or  out  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Fifth.  —  Debts  due  from  any  source  in  excess  of  debts  owed. 

Sixth.  —  Bonds  and  stocks. 

Seventh.  —  Income  from  a  profession,  trade  or  employment 
in  excess  of  $2,000  a  year. 

All  or  any  of  these  classes  of  property  may  be  owned  by 
persons  or  by  corporations;  if  owned  by  persons  these  owners 
may  or  may  not  be  l^al  residents  of  the  town  where  the  tax 
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28  assessable;  if  legal  residents  of  the  town  it  may  be  that 
such  persons  rarely  if  ever  set  foot  within  its  borders.  The 
assessment  of  real  estate  is  not  necessarily  difficult  and  it  is 
accomplished  with  very  good  success  in  most  parts  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. The  assessment  of  machinery  and  merchandise 
is  more  difficult  since  only  the  experienced  person  can  de- 
termine amounts  and  values  of  these  classes  of  property,  and 
hence  they  are  less  accurately  assessed  than  is  real  estate.  But 
machinery  and  merchandise  are  not  easily  concealed  or  re- 
moved, and  their  inadequate  assessment  can  be  largely  corrected 
under  our  present  system  of  taxation. 

The  impossibility  of  the  task  imposed  upon  assessors  is 
appreciated  when  we  consider  the  last  four  classes  of  property 
aiumerated  above.  Money,  debts  due,  securities  and  income 
are  easily  concealed.  So  far  as  money  and  securities  are 
concerned  they  need  not  be  physically  present  in  the  taxing 
district,  but  may  be  kept  in  banks  or  safe  deposit  vaults  far 
away  from  the  town  of  the  owner's  domicile.  As  to  debts  due, 
the  private  owner  usually  tries  to  conceal  rather  than  to  exploit 
such  an  asset.  And  yet  assessors  are  charged  with  seeing  and 
assessing  these  things.  The  wonder  is,  not  that  so  little  of 
such  property  is  actually  assessed,  but  that  so  much  is  found 
by  assessors.  When  money  and  net  credits  and  securities  are 
discovered  by  assessors  the  result  is  surprising,  and  to  the 
taxpayer  is  distressing.  To  tax  a  5  per  cent,  bond  at  a  $20 
tax  rate  takes  as  a  tax  40  per  cent,  of  the  income  it  produces 
for  its  owner.  The  fear  of  taxation  to  this  extent  serves  to 
make  the  owner  of  this  kind  of  property  more  and  more 
secretive.  In  proportion  as  such  property  successfully  avoids 
being  taxed  the  rates  of  taxation  go  up,  and  such  property  as 
is  actually  taxed  pays  more  and  more  of  the  public  charges. 
Securities  and  credits  for  the  most  part  are  but  evidences  of 
property  somewhere  taxable  and  taxed.  I  do  not  believe  that 
the  concealment  of  personal  property  which  is  practiced  by 
residents  of  this  Commonwealth  is  evidence  of  a  desire  to  cheat 
government  or  to  avoid  a  fair  contribution  to  its  charges.  The 
deceit  and  perjury  which  we  of  Massachusetts  sometimes  prac- 
tice in  matters  of  taxation  are  not  to  me  proof  of  general 
moral  conditions.      While  I  do  not  believe  that  concealment 
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and  deceit  are  justifiable  in  any  case,  my  experience  of  a  dozen 
years  as  Tax  Commissioner  leads  me  to  believe  that  most  of 
the  persons  who  thus  conduct  themselves  in  tax  matters  believe 
they  are  but  taking  the  only  possible  means  of  securing  fairness 
as  compared  with  others,  and  of  protesting  against  conditions 
which  they  consider  intolerable  and  unjustifiable. 

It  is  urged  by  some  that  Massachusetts  has  never  really 
tried  to  secure  a  full  assessment  of  personal  property;  that 
the  trouble  is  with  our  administrative  system;  that  if  we 
were  to  secure  from  all  citizens  the  sworn  returns  of  property 
which  all  are  required  (but  generally  neglect)  to  make,  we 
should  find  so  great  an  amount  of  taxable  property  that  our 
tax  rates  would  be  greatly  reduced  and  that  the  tax  assessed 
would  be  reasonable  as  to  rate  and  in  amount;  that  the  theory 
is  sound  that  all  property  should  be  taxed  alike;  that  if  we 
try  we  can  find  it  all  and  thus  accomplish  justice  as  between 
the  citizens.  In  short,  it  is  claimed  that  our  system  of  taxa- 
tion is  sound  in  theory  and  that  its  faults  are  the  faults  of 
administration. 

If  Massachusetts  were  the  only  community  which  had  failed 
to  administer  successfully  the  general  property  tax,  it  would 
behoove  us  to  mend  our  ways  without  delay.  Self-respect  would 
have  led  us  to  do  this  long  ago.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however, 
I  have  yet  to  learn  of  a  single  State  which  has  established 
an  administrative  system  that  has  been  able  to  tax  any  larger 
proportion  of  the  personal  wealth  of  its  inhabitants  than  has 
been  taxed  here  in  Massachusetts.  Several  of  the  States  have 
ceased  trying  and  have  established  other  systems  of  taxation. 
Connecticut,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Iowa,  Wis- 
consin, Minnesota  and  Washington  have  abandoned  in  part  or 
in  whole  the  attempt  to  tax  intangible  wealth  in  the  same  way 
as  they  tax  real  estate.  The  expedients  now  being  tried  by 
these  different  States  are  not  uniform,  but  it  is  exceedingly 
significant  that  they  have  abandoned  a  system  to  which  Massa- 
chusetts still  clings. 

During  the  last  three  years  the  Tax  Commissioner  has  called 
to  the  attention  of  assessors  several  hundreds  of  millions  of 
dollars'  worth  of  personal  property  which  had  been  escaping 
taxation.     Much  of  this  has  been  taxed  when  the  facts  have 
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been  presented.  And  yet  the  proportion  taxed  personal 
property  bears  to  all  taxed  property  is  but  little  larger  now 
than  it  was  four  years  ago.  Of  all  property  taxed  by  cities 
and  towns  in  1907,  21.82  per  cent,  was  personal  property;  in 
1911  the  percentage  was  24.J.2.  The  number  of  individual 
eases  in  which  an  increased  assessment  has  been  made  is  very 
small  as  compared  with  the  number  of  persons  taxed.  One 
result  of  the  activities  of  this  department  in  this  respect  has 
been  a  large  shifting  of  holdings  into  nontaxable  securities. 
I  do  not  think  that  there  is  now  taxed  any  larger  proportioli  of 
money  and  credits  than  was  taxed  before  the  Legislature 
directed  me  to  assist  assessors  in  their  duties.  And  I  am  con- 
vinced that  it  is  still  generally  true  that  only  those  pay  taxes 
on  their  securities,  money  and  credits  who  are  too  honest 
or  too  ignorant  to  devise  ways  of  escape.  In  general,  it  is  as 
true  to-day  as  it  ever  has  been  that  large  estates  and  wealthy 
people  escape  taxation  upon  their  personal  property. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  experience  of  Massachusetts  leads 
to  the  inevitable  conclusion  that  our  system  is  wrong  in  theory 
and  nnenforcible  in  practice.  The  indirect  effects  of  continu- 
ing in  force  an  unsound  theory  are  far-reaching.  Capital  is 
not  attracted  to  a  community  which  has  a  tax  system  that 
is  considered  oppressive.  Lack  of  uniformity  in  enforcement, 
from  whatever  cause  arising,  is  disturbing  and  discourages 
the  advent  of  outside  capital.  In  order  to  keep  pace  with  other 
parts  of  the  country  which  are  nearer  to  coal  and  to  raw 
materials  Massachusetts  must  be  reasonable  in  her  tax  exactions, 
and  above  all  must  distribute  the  burdens  of  taxation  upon 
all  in  accordance  with  their  ability  to  pay.  If  our  present 
system  does  not  do  this  and  cannot  be  made  to  do  this,  as 
I  believe  is  the  fact,  then  we  should  lose  no  time  in  changing 
our  system. 

I  would  not  have  it  understood  that  I  deprecate  the  efforts 
which  this  department,  in  response  to  the  directions  of  the 
Legislature,  has  made  through  the  first  assistant  to  the  Tax 
Commissioner  and  the  three  supervisors  of  assessors  to  assess 
property  which  has  heretofore  escaped  taxation.  So  long  al3 
our  present  laws  are  on  the  statute  books  I  believe  every  effort 
ought  to  be  made  to  enforce  them.     And  to  this  end  I  think 
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the  Legislature  might  wisely  give  to  the  department  more 
authority  than  it  now  has,  to  the  end  that  we  may  order  assess- 
ments instead  of  merely  advise  them.  It  seems  to  me  the  only 
attitude  which  should  be  maintained  towards  any  tax  law 
is  that  it  shall  be  enforced,  and  that  all  necessary  reasonable 
administrative  power  shall  be  granted  to  a  department  to 
actually  use  the  information  it  gets  relating  to  taxable  property 
and  to  put  into  full  operation  the  doomage  system  which  is 
not  now  fully  availed  of.  Nor  would  I  be  understood  as 
expressing  other  than  the  highest  praise  for  the  four  officials 
of  this  department  whose  duty  it  is  under  the  law  to  attempt 
to  secure  full  assessment.  Since  the  passage  of  the  law  of 
1908  (chapter  550)  these  men  have  labored  more  hours  per 
day  than  the  law  requires;  their  faithfulness  has  been  of  the 
highest;  the  character  of  the  information  and  advice  they  have 
given  to  boards  of  assessors  has  been  careful  and  correct;  only 
in  an  occasional  instance  have  they  made  a  false  step.  The 
performance  of  their  duties  without  fear  or  favor  has  brought 
upon  them,  and  upon  the  department  of  which  they  are  a 
part,  a  good  deal  of  disapproval  and  of  opprobrium.  Never- 
theless they  continue  at  their  tasks,  and  the  result  of  their 
painstaking  efforts  is  that  the  whole  character  of  the  work 
of  assessors  has  improved,  and  that  some  of  the  imtaxed 
property  of  the  Commonwealth  has  been  put  upon  the  assess- 
ment books.  No  public  officials  have  a  more  thankless  task; 
their  performance,  under  a  law  which  is  far  from  adequate,  has 
been  worthy  of  great  praise. 

Boards  of  assessors  have  generally  responded  to  the  sug- 
gestions of  this  department  thus  given,  so  far  as  the  sugges- 
tions relate  to  methods  and  technical  details  of  assessment. 
It  is  not  true  to  the  same  extent  however  that  they  have  ac- 
cepted our  advice  relating  to  additional  assessment  of  personal 
property.  Too  many  cases  of  inaction  on  the  part  of  assessors 
have  been  reported  to  me,  —  cases  in  which  we  have  been 
able  to  give  exact  information,  or  at  least  such  strong  evidence 
that  doomage  ought  to  have  been  employed.  Assessors  are 
individual  members  of  the  conmiunity  where  they  hold  office. 
Election  to  the  office  of  assessor  does  not  remove  them  from  the 
atmosphere  of  their  community.     Assessors  are  just  as  honest 
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and  just  as  respectful  of  law  as  are  their  fellow  citizens.  Their 
nnwillingneas  to  assess  personal  property  and  to  doom  when 
necessary  but  expresses  the  public  mind  upon  these  matters. 
Water  will  not  rise  higher  than  its  source;  assessors  will  not 
and  cannot  be  expected  to  enforce  a  tax  law  any  more  than 
their  oommunity  wants  it  enforced. 

The  sovereign  people  of  this  Conamonwealth  have  established 
a  tax  system.  The  facts  which  all  may  know  and  the  facts 
within  the  experience  of  this  department  lead  me  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  sovereign  people  do  not  now  want  this  system 
enforced.  This  is  not  because  the  sovereign  people  are  traitors 
to  their  own  government^  —  to  themselves.  It  is  merely  that 
the  people  of  the  Conmionwealth  have  not  put  upon  the  statute 
books  an  expression  of  their  present  opinion  and  desires.  It 
is  very  likely  true  that  the  people  as  a  whole  do  not  yet  know 
what  tax  system  would  be  better.  Very  properly  there  is 
hesitation,  in  a  matter  which  has  such  far-reaching  effects  upon 
the  acquisition  and  value  of  property  and  upon  the  status  and 
growth  of  industry.  It  is  inevitable  that  there  is  conflict  of 
interest  and  uncertainty  of  procedure. 

If  it  is  a  sound  conclusion  that  the  people  do  not  want  en- 
forced the  law  relating  to  the  taxation  of  personal  property^ 
then  we  cannot  find  a  solution  of  our  present  difficulties  by 
directing  public  officials  to  enforce,  because  in  a  democracy  at 
least  public  opinion  governs  law  enforcement.  I  repeat  that 
in  my  opinion  we  ought  now  to  continue  and  to  increase  our 
efforts  to  actually  tax  the  property  which  the  law  has  named 
taxable.  But  the  sole  reason  for  this  belief  is  that  the  law  is 
the  law.  I  also  believe  that  in  so  doing  we  are  not  attempting 
to  cure  the  disease ;  we  are  merely  treating  the  symptoms.  To 
cure  the  disease  is  quite  another  matter.  To  do  that  requires, 
in  my  judgment,  fundamental  changes  in  our  whole  system  re- 
lating to  the  taxation  of  personal  property.  During  the  last 
few  years  we  have  had  much  discussion  of  this  matter,  and  it 
is  fairly  well  established  that  none  of  the  remedies  which  have 
been  offered  can  be  adopted  without  a  change  in  the  Constitu- 
tion. Classification  of  property  or  uniformity  of  the  tax  rate 
applying  to  personal  property  are  both  impossible  without  such 
a  change.    Likewise  the  imposition  of  a  genuine  income  tax  in-

volving  as  this  does  a  wide  departure  from  the  principles 
heretofore  established  by  statute  law  and  judicial  interpreta- 
tion cannot  be  accomplished  without  constitutional  change. 

It  has  been  my  belief  for  many  years^  for  the  official  ex- 
pression of  which  no  suitable  occasion  has  heretofore  arisen, 
that  Massachusetts  ought  to  seek  the  solution  of  her  taxation 
difficulties  in  the  terms  of  an  income  tax.  For  many  years  the 
law  has  provided  for  the  taxation  of  incomes  in  excess  of  $2,000 
a  year  derived  from  profession,  trade  or  employment.  It  is 
impossible  to  tell  or  even  estimate  how  much  revenue  has  been 
derived  from  this  source  since  no  separate  accounting  of  in- 
comes taxed  is  required  to  be  kept  by  assessors.  But  whatever 
the  revenue  produced  it  is  evident  that  we  do  not  have  a  very 
far-reaching  income  tax.  In  many  European  States  income 
taxation  is  well  developed  and  is  successfully  administered. 
In  this  country  Wisconsin  is  the  only  State  which  has  under- 
taken to  establish  a  thoroughgoing  system  of  income  taxation. 
In  Wisconsin  a  constitutional  amendment  was  adopted  and  in 
1911  legislative  action  followed.  If  this  tax  is  sound  in  theory 
Massachusetts  need  not  hesitate  to  be  almost  the  pioneer  in 
its  development 

Taxation  ought,  to  a  very  great  extent,  to  require  from  citi- 
zens equality  of  sacrifice  for  the  support  of  government.  Tax- 
ation based  upon  the  capital  value  in  the  case  of  money,  credits 
and  securities  does  not  require  the  same  quantity  of  sacrifice 
as  in  the  case  of  similar  taxation  of  real  estate.  Equality  of 
sacrifice  will  be  more  nearly  secured  by  taxation  based  upon  the 
product  of  property  rather  than  upon  its  principal  value. 
Herein  is  the  fundamental  soundness  of  income  taxation, — 
that  it  requires  payment  to  government  in  proportion  as  the 
citizen  receives  that  with  which  to  pay.  It  does  not  follow, 
of  course,  that  we  can  frame  all  our  tax  laws  on  an  income 
basis.  There  enter  into  the  matter  too  many  economic  and 
social  considerations  to  admit  of  so  sweeping  a  change.  Just 
where  we  shall  draw  the  line  is  a  difficult  question.  That 
question  and  other  questions  of  detail  such  as  rates  and  exemp- 
tions are  not  of  immediate  concern.  It  cannot  be  denied  and  it 
ought  not  to  be  overlooked  that  the  administration  of  an  income 
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tax  will  present  many  serious  difficulties.  Such  a  tax  is  still  a 
tax  upon  that  which  is  for  the  most  part  unseen  and  intangible. 
The  reasons  why  I  believe  we  may  expect  greater  success  in  ad- 
ministering the  income  tax  than  we  have  had  with  our  present  tax 
system  are  that  the  tax  itself  is  reasonable  in  nature  and  that  in 
the  case  of  a  new  tax  we  can  profit  by  our  past  failures  and  thus 
get  started  right.  The  administration  of  such  a  tax  should 
be  largely  centralized.  Strict  supervision  by  the  Common- 
wealth is  essential.  This  is  not  a  plea  for  the  aggrandize- 
ment of  the  department  of  the  Tax  Commissioner^  nor  is  it  an 
attack  upon  municipal  autonomy.  It  is  merely  recognizing 
that  the  Commonwealth  is  vitally  interested  in  the  whole  mat- 
ter, and  that  justice  to  all  citizens  and  municipalities  requires 
that  the  Commonwealth  herself  must  see  to  it  that  uniformity 
of  interpretation  and  enforcement  shall  obtain.  But  these 
questions  of  administrative  procedure  are  not  of  immediate 
concern. 

The  only  question  for  the  General  Court  to  consider  at 
present  as  I  understand  it  is  the  question  of  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution.  *  Therefore  I  have  the  honor  to  recom- 
mend to  your  Honorable  Body  the  adoption  of  an  amendment 
which  will  give  to  the  General  Court  broad  powers  to  impose 
taxes  upon  incomes.  The  terms  of  the  amendment  should  be 
sufficiently  elastic  not  only  to  allow  the  passage  of  laws  which 
are  suitable  for  our  present  needs  and  conditions,  but  also  to 
allow  changes  and  developments  in  the  future  to  fit  changed 
economic  and  social  conditions. 

Legacy  and  Succession  Tax. 

The  development  of  the  taxation  of  legacies  and  successions 
by  the  different  States  during  the  last  few  years  has  been  very 
rapid,  and  now  fuUy  three-fourths  of  the  States  employ  this 
form  of  taxation. 

One  result  of  the  adoption  of  this  tax  by  so  many  different 
jurisdictions  is  great  confusion  and  frequent  injustice.  The 
States  very  generally  have  undertaken  to  tax  the  estates  of  resi- 
dent decedents  upon  all  their  personal  property  wherever  lo- 
cated and  the  estates  of  nonresident  decedents  upon  their  prop- 
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erty  exiflting  or  oonstructivelj  located  within  the  taxing  State. 
Massachnsetts  has  been  no  exception  to  this  rule.  Our  present 
law  now  taxes  the  estate  of  a  resident  decedent  in  respect  of 
his  money^  chattels  and  bonds  wherever  they  are  located^  and 
in  respect  of  his  stock  in  foreign  corporations  and  choses  in 
action  in  foreign  States.  Another  State  taxes  the  same  estate 
in  respect  of  its  money^  chattels,  bonds  and  choses  in  action 
within  its  jnrisdictiony  and  in  respect  of  its  shares  of  stock  in 
corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of  such  other  State. 
Thus  it  happens  that  the  estate  may  be  taxed  twice  with  refer- 
ence to  some  or  all  of  its  personal  property.  Indeed,  there  are 
cases  where  estates  have  been  taxed  with  reference  to  the  same 
property  three  or  four  times  by  as  many  States.  In  the  case 
of  estates  of  nonresident  decedents  Massachusetts  practices  this 
double  taxation,  since  we  now  tax  such  estates  in  respect  of 
money,  chattels  and  bonds  physically  in  Massachusetts  at  the 
time  of  death,  shares  of  Massachusetts  corporations  and  choees 
in  action  against  residents  of  Massachusetts.  It  is  true  that 
our  statute  provides  that  we  shall  give  credit  to  the  estate  of  a 
resident  decedent  for  any  inheritance  taxes  paid  in  another 
State.  By  so  much  does  our  law  abate  the  rigor  of  double 
taxation.  But  this  provision  does  not  extend  so  far  in  actual 
practice  as  its  terms  would  lead  one  to  expect.  Our  statute 
also  provides  that  we  shall  grant  to  a  deceased  resident  of  an- 
other State  the  same  consideration  that  his  State  grants  to  de- 
ceased residents  of  Massachusetts,  but  this  reciprocal  clause 
is  so  worded  that  it  does  not  apply,  unless  the  law  of  the  other 
State  is  almost  identical  with  ours. 

If  all  States  could  agree  upon  a  uniform  system  a  great  ad- 
vance in  just  taxation  would  be  made.  Such  an  agreement, 
however,  is  not  an  immediate  possibility.  .A  consideration  of 
the  nature  of  our  legacy  tax  will  indicate,  I  think,  the  bounds 
within  which  it  should  be  limited.  Our  tax  is  not  a  tax  upon 
property.  It  is  a  tax  upon  the  privilege  of  giving  away  and  of 
receiving  property,  by  will  or  by  the  laws  of  intestate  succes- 
sion. Then  why  not  let  our  tax  apply  only  to  such  property 
as  passes  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth! 
I  think  this  plan  is  logical  and  correct.  Its  adoption  by  other 
States  would  eliminate  much  double  taxation.     My  recom- 
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mendation  is  that  in  the  case  of  estates  of  nonresident  decedents 
Massachusetts  shall  tax  only  the  real  estate  situated  in  this 
Commonwealth.  Personal  property  devolves  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  of  the  domicile  of  the  owner ;  real  estate  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  of  the  jurisdiction  in  which  it  is  situated. 
Herein  is  a  clear-cut  and  fundamental  distinction  which  may 
well  govern  our  policy.  New  York  has  already  adopted  this 
line  of  demarcation  and  now  taxes  the  estate  of  a  nonresident 
decedent  only  with  reference  to  his  real  estate  and  chattels  in 
the  State  of  New  York.  I  can  see  no  reason  why  chattels 
should  he  included.  So  far  as  Massachusetts  is  concerned,  we 
may  well  omit  this  kind  of  property  belonging  to  nonresident 
estates  since  its  amount  is  small  and  the  tax  it  now  produces 
is  negligible. 

Investors  all  over  the  country  are  carefully  seeking  for  se- 
curities which  are  subject  to  no  legacy  tax  in  a  State  other  than 
that  of  the  domicile  of  the  owner.  If  Massachusetts  shall  cease 
to  tax  nonresident  estates  on  account  of  their  shares  in  Massa- 
chusetts corporations,  these  shares  will  become  much  more 
attractive  for  foreign  investors.  The  effect  upon  the  financing 
of  our  industries  wiQ  be  favorable.  Foreign  capital  will  be 
more  easily  induced  to  come  to  Massachusetts.  It  is  in  my 
judgment  a  mistaken  policy  for  Massachusetts  to  tax  a  New 
York  estate  because  its  owner  helped  finance  a  manufactory 
in  this  State  and  thus  became  the  possessor  of  shares  in  a 
Massachusetts  corporation.  This  is  not  an  invitation  for  for- 
eign capital  to  come  to  us.    It  is  quite  the  contrary. 

We  now  tax  a  nonresident  estate  with  reference  to  any  sav- 
ings or  other  bank  accounts  in  this  Commonwealth,  on  account 
of  any  bonds  of  whatever  nature  which  at  the  time  of  death 
of  the  owner  are  physically  present  in  this  Commonwealth,  and 
on  account  of  any  debt  due  him  from  a  Massachusetts  resident. 
It  may  be  that  such  nonresident  has  never  lived  in  Massachu- 
setts ;  that  he  puts  his  money  and  securities  in  the  safe-keeping 
of  our  banks  for  his  convenience  only ;  that  his  loans  to  Massa- 
chusetts residents  are  good  business  for  him.  And  yet  we  now 
tax  the  estate  of  such  person  because  he  has  had  confidence  in 
our  institutions  and  our  citizens.  It  is  to  be  observed  that  in 
tils  we  are  taxing  a  person  (or  his  estate)  who  bears  no  alle- 
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giance  to  Massachusetts;  who  has  no  duties  or  obligations 
towards  this  Commonwealth,  —  a  person  over  whom  in  his  life- 
time the  laws  of  Massachusetts  have  no  authority,  and  for  the 
devolution  of  whose  personal  property  our  laws  do  not  pre- 
scribe. The  reason  why  we  tax  such  an  estate  is  because  we 
can,  —  because  courts  have  said  that  theoretically  such  property 
of  such  an  estate  is  within  our  taxing  jurisdiction.  It  is  a  rule 
in  which  might  makes  right,  irrespective  of  fair  dealing.  So 
long  as  Massachusetts  and  other  States  tax  legacies  and  suc- 
cessions in  this  manner  we  must  expect  confusion  and  com- 
plaint against  our  tax  laws.  In  my  judgment  confiscation 
rather  than  taxation  fitly  describes  this  practice. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  banks  and  trust  companies  of 
Rhode  Island  which  has  no  inheritance  tax  law  are  now  the 
depositories  of  large  amounts  of  money  of  nonresidents.  If 
we  shall  cease  taxing  the  estates  of  nonresident  decedents  with 
reference  to  their  personal  property  our  financial  institutions 
will  receive  large  amounts  of  deposits  from  foreigners.  Such 
money  in  the  hands  of  our  banks  and  trust  companies  becomes 
a  part  of  the  working  capital  of  our  industries.  To  secure  its 
use  is  wise  action,  and  in  my  judgment  ought  not  to  be  delayed. 

A  tax  law  ought  not  to  be  made  or  unmade  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  benefiting  any  class  of  institutions.  Consideration 
for  the  interests  of  the  whole  State  should  govern  our  tax 
enactments.  My  recommendation  is  made  in  the  belief  that 
the  interests  of  the  whole  Commonwealth,  and  reasonable  treat- 
ment of  citizens  of  other  States,  both  demand  the  change.  The 
nature  of  inheritance  taxation  and  the  principles  of  law  gov- 
erning the  devolution  of  property  are  such  that  it  seems  clear 
to  me  that  in  our  taxation  of  the  estates  of  nonresident  de- 
cedents we  should  reach  no  further  than  to  the  real  estate  within 
this  Commonwealth. 

Four  years  of  experience  with  our  present  law  convinces 
me  that  no  hardship  will  be  imposed  upon  any  one  if  we  now 
rearrange  and  in  part  increase  the  rates  at  which  the  tax  is 
assessed.  The  following  tables  give  the  present  rates  and  the 
rates  which  I  suggest :  — 
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Rate  of  Succession   Tax  under  Acts  of  1907,  Chapter  563,  as 

J13UNDED  BY  ACTS    OF  1909,    CHAPTER  490,    PaRT  IV.,   AND   ACTS   OF 

1909,  Chapters  268  and  527. 
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It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  proposed  rates  continue  to  ex- 
empt bequests  for  charities  and  public  purposes;  that  in  the 
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case  of  ^bequests  to  beneficiaries  of  nearest  dependence  the 
present  rate  of  1^  per  cent,  upon  amounts  between  $50,000 
and  $100,000  becomes  2  per  cent.,  and  that  upon  amounts  ex- 
ceeding $250,000  the  rate  becomes  3  and  4:  per  cent. ;  that  in 
case  of  brothers,  sisters,  nephews  and  nieces  the  rate  on  bequests 
of  less  than  $10,000  is  reduced  from  3  to  2  per  cent. ;  and  that 
in  case  of  beneficiaries  of  lesser  or  no  degree  of  dependence  the 
rates  have  been  increased  above  the  5  per  cent  maximum  of  the 
present  law  to  a  7  and  8  per  cent,  rate  applying  to  large  bequests. 
Here  again  we  are  following  closely  the  example  of  New  York. 
The  rates  proposed  are  designed  to  increase  the  amount  of  the 
tax  to  be  paid  by  beneficiaries  receiving  large  amounts  of 
property.  If  we  change  our  method  of  taxing  the  estates  of 
nonresident  decedents  as  herein  advised  the  loss  in  annual 
revenue  wiU  be  not  far  from  $75,000.  The  increased  rates 
herein  proposed  will  recoup  us  for  this  loss  and  will  increase 
the  revenue  produced  by  the  tax  some  $100,000  above  our 
present  annual  receipts.  I  am  very  firmly  of  the  opinion  that 
both  of  these  proposed  amendments  should  be  adopted  together, 
—  that  to  make  one  and  reject  the  other  would  be  unwise.  The 
bill  which  has  been  suggested  to  the  Legislature  has  been  pre- 
pared with  great  care,  and  will  put  into  effect  the  changes  I 
recommend. 

The  Valuation  of  Estates. 

The  law  provides  (section  19,  Part  IV.,  chapter  490,  Acts 
of  1909)  that  the  Tax  Commissioner  shall  make  a  determina- 
tion of  the  value  of  every  estate  subject  to  a  legacy  and  suc- 
cession tax  and  shall  give  notice  of  such  determination  to  the 
person  or  persons  by  whom  such  tax  is  payable.  Thereafter 
within  three  months  the  representatives  of  the  estate,  if  ag- 
grieved by  such  valuation,  may  apply  to  the  probate  court  for 
the  appointment  of  appraisers  to  review  the  values  established 
by  the  Tax  Commissioner.  The  law  does  not  provide  that  the 
conmiissioner  himself  may  make  any  change  in  his  valuation 
after  he  has  once  given  notice  of  his  determination.  It  fre- 
quently happens  that  the  inventory  upon  which  the  valuation 
of  the  commissioner  is  based  has  been  incomplete  or  inexact, 
or  that  facts  not  within  the  knowledge  of  the  conmiissioner  at 
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the  time  of  his  valuation  are  subsequently  submitted  to  him 
and  are  of  such  character  that  his  valuation  should  be  changed. 
To  petition  the  probate  court  and  secure  the  appointment  of 
appraisers  to  make  changes  which  the  Tax  Commissioner  is 
able  and  willing  to  make  is  a  hardship.  To  facilitate  the  public 
business  and  to  accommodate  the  public  I  recommend  that  the 
oommissioner  be  given  authority  to  modify  his  valuation  of 
estates  upon  the  request  of  executors  and  administrators  within 
three  months  after  the  date  of  his  original  determination.  In 
the  bill  embodying  this  recommendation  I  have  also  inserted 
a  clause  which  provides  that  when  the  probate  court  is  ipeti- 
tioned  and  appraisers  are  appointed  the  Tax  Commissioner 
shall  be  notified  and  may  be  heard.  I  think  the  wisdom  of 
this  latter  provision  and  of  allowing  the  commissioner  to 
change  his  own  valuations  is  readily  apparent. 

Assessments  to  Executors  and.  Administrators. 

The  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  chapter  490,  Part  I., 
section  23,  clause  7,  requiring  the  assessment  of  personal  prop- 
erty to  the  executor  or  administrator  for  three  years  after  his 
appointment  or  until  it  has  been  distributed  and  notice  of  such 
distribution  has  been  given  to  the  assessors  stating  the  name 
and  residence  of  the  several  parties  interested  in  the  estate 
who  are  inhabitants  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  amount 
paid  to  each,  are  designed  to  prevent  such  portion  of  the  estate 
thus  distributed  from  escaping  taxation,  and  to  give  assessors 
such  knowledge  as  will  enable  them  to  assess  such  property  in 
the  hands  of  the  distributee. 

The  provision  of  section  49  of  the  same  statute  provides  that 
"  after  personal  property  has  been  legally  assessed  in  any  city 
or  town  to  an  executor,  administrator,  or  trustee,  an  amount 
not  less  than  that  last  assessed  by  the  assessors  of  such  city  or 
town  in  respect  of  such  property  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  sum 
assessable,  until  a  true  list  of  such  property  is  brought  in  to 
the  assessors  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
forty-one." 

This  statute  is  designed  to  give  the  Assessors  information 
of  the  amount  of  property  remaining  in  an  estate,  after  dis- 
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tribution  has  been  made,-  which  is  taxable  to  the  executor, 
administrator  or  trustee. 

In  an  interpretation  of  these  statutes,  the  Supreme  Court, 
in  the  case  of  Batchelder  and  others  v.  Cambridge,  176  Mass. 
384,  decided  that  they  did  not  apply  to  a  distribution  made 
between  the  appointment  of  the  administrator  and  the  first 
taxing  day  subsequent  thereto.  In  consequence  of  which, 
when  a  distribution  is  made  by  an  executor  or  administrator 
before  the  1st  of  April  following  their  appointment,  the  as- 
sessors have  no  means  of  following  the  portion  of  property 
distributed  and  taxing  it  in  the  hands  of  the  distributee;  nor 
have  they  information  of  the  amount  of  the  estate  remaining 
which  is  properly  taxable  to  the  executor  or  administrator, 
unless  a  list  is  filed  in  accordance  with  section  41. 

The  defect  thus  disclosed  in  the  statute  is  being  made  use 
of  now  in  an  increasing  number  of  cases.  A  hasty  distribution 
of  estates  before  the  assessment  of  the  first  tax,  without  notice, 
leaves  the  assessor  in  doubt  and  confusion  as  to  the  amount 
which  should  be  taxed. 

In  such  a  situation,  the  assessor  naturally  assesses  the  full 
amount  of  the  estate  from  such  information  as  he  is  able  to 
obtain;  it  often  happens  that  such  an  assessment  is  greatly  in 
excess  of  what  it  should  be. 

It  seems  desirable,  in  order  to  make  the  practice  uniform 
under  these  statutes,  that  an  executor  or  administrator  should 
be  required  to  make  a  return  of  a  distribution  which  has  been 
made  prior  to  the  first  day  of  April  after  his  appointment. 

A  bill  to  remedy  this  defect  has  been  submitted  with  this 
recommend  at  ion . 

Table  of  Aggregates. 

Assessors  are  required  to  deposit  with  the  Tax  Commis- 
sioner not  later  than  October  1  of  each  year  detailed  informa- 
tion relating  to  their  assessment  of  property  for  the  then 
current  year.  From  this  information  is  prepared  a  table  of 
aggregates,  Public  Document  No.  19,  for  the  use  of  the  Gen- 
eral Court.  During  the  last  few  years  large  amounts  of 
property  omitted  frbm  the  spring  assessment  have  been  as- 
sessed in  December  as  is  provided  by  law.    The  reports  made 
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to  this  department  by  the  assessors  in  October  of  course  contain 
no  information  as  to  these  December  assessments.  Accordingly 
the  table  of  aggregates  is  inexact  I  do  not  think  it  would  be 
wise  to  delay  the  publication  of  the  table  of  aggregates  until 
we  could  secure  reports  of  December  assessments,  since  to  do 
this  would  postpone  the  publication  of  Public  Document  No. 
19  until  well  along  into  the  spring.  This  being  the  case  it 
would  be  of  little  use  to  the  General  Court.  I  think,  however, 
that  information  as  to  the  December  assessment  ought  to  be 
reported  to  this  department  in  the  same  form  as  we  now  have 
reports  relating  to  the  April  assessment,  and  I  think  facts  thus 
reported  ought  to  be  submitted  to  the  Legislature. 

A  bill  has  been  presented  providing  that  not  later  than  Jan- 
uary 15  assessors  shall  report  to  this  department  full  data  as 
to  December  assessments,  and  that  the  Tax  Commissioner 
shall  forthwith  prepare  this  information  and  submit  it  to  the 
General  Court  by  a  supplementary  publication. 

Valuation  Books  of  Boabds  of  Assessors. 

By  chapter  314  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1908  the  Tax  Com- 
missioner was  designated  as  the  official  who  should  furnish 
boards  of  assessors  with  valuation  books  and  to  whom  copies 
of  these  books  and  certain  other  reports  should  be  sent  by 
assessors.  Previous  to  this  act  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth had  furnished  these  oooks,  and  the  assessors  had  re- 
ported back  to  him. 

The  act  of  1908  did  not  specifically  make  the  Tax  Com- 
missioner the  permanent  custodian  of  these  books  and  reports, 
nor  did  it  provide  that  the  Secretary  should  turn  over  to  him 
similar  books  and  reports  which  had  been  in  previous  years 
submitted  to  him.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  now 
has  no  duties  of  any  kind  in  connection  with  taxation  or 
boards  of  assessors,  nor  does  he  have  any  use  for  the  books  of 
previous  years  which  are  in  his  possession.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Tax  Commissioner  finds  it  necessary  to  refer  frequently 
to  these  old  books,  and  to  use  constantly  many  of  them.  It 
seems  to  me  they  all  ought  to  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Tax 
Commissioner.     The  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  agrees 
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with  me  in  this  matter.  Accordingly  I  have  submitted  a  bill 
providing  that  these  old  books  be  turned  over  to  the  Tax 
Commissioner,  and  that  he  hereafter  be  the  custodian  of  them 
and  of  other  similar  books  as  they  are  sent  in  by  assessors. 

Bonds  of,  and  Settlements  by.  Collectors  of  Taxes. 

In  performing  the  duties  laid  upon  me  by  the  statute  in 
relation  to  supervision  of  assessors  and  collectors  of  taxes  I 
have  found  that  in  many  cases  the  bond  given  by  the  collector 
furnishes  little  or  no  protection  to  the  town,  and  that  it  is 
difficult  or  impossible  to  recover  under  it  for  failure  of  the 
collector  to  perform  his  duties.  It  is  quite  possible  to  secure 
a  bond  which  will  adequately  protect  the  town.  If  the  General 
Court  shall  see  fit  to  authorize  the  Tax  Commissioner  to  pre- 
scribe the  form  of  bond  to  be  given  by  collectors,  we  shall 
be  able  to  establish  uniformity,  and  the  protection  of  the  towns 
will  be  increased.  I  have  submitted  a  bill  intended  to  give 
the  necessary  authority  to  the  commissioner. 

Another  matter  in  which  a  great  deal  of  laxity  prevails  is 
the  settlement  of  the  collector  with  the  town  for  taxes  com- 
mitted to  him  for  collection.  The  law  provides  that  final 
settlement  must  be  made  within  three  years  of  the  commit- 
ment to  the  collector.  Yet  we  find  large  amounts  of  taxes 
collectible  but  uncollected,  and  no  attempt  is  made  by  town 
officials  to  secure  an  accounting.  The  tax  levy  is  made  so  as 
to  produce  enough  revenue  to  meet  the  appropriations  and 
other  obligations  of  the  town.  Failure  to  collect,  therefore, 
means  a  deficit.  Some  towns  have  allowed  such  a  deficit  to 
run  on  for  years  constantly  increasing  in  amount,  and  have 
made  no  effort  to  enforce  collection  and  settlement  with  the 
town.  The  financial  difficulties  of  many  towns  are  due 
largely  or  entirely  to  this  fact.  If  town  officials  are  unable 
or  unwilling  to  protect  the  town  in,  this  respect  it  may  be  well 
to  provide  that  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  Tax  Commissioner 
in  the  name  of  the  town  by  suing  the  collector  and  his  bond. 
I  have  submitted  a  bill  to  provide  for  such  action. 
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Fkanchise  Taxes  of  Street  Railway  Companies. 

Street  railways  are  now  required  to  return  to  the  Tax  Com- 
missioner the  location  of  their  tracks  as  of  September  30. 
The  corporate  franchise  tax  assessed  upon  these  corporations 
as  of  April  1  has  heretofore  been  distributed  and  paid  over 
to  cities  and  towns  on  the  basis  of  the  location  of  tracks  on 
the  previous  September  30. 

The  distribution  of  the  tax  upon  any  basis  established  by 
conditions  of  a  date  other  than  the  date  of  assessment  is  illogi- 
caL  In  the  ordinary  case,  however,  little  or  no  injustice  is  done 
to  any  municipality  since  the  track  location  on  September  30 
is  substantially  the  same  as  on  April  1.  But  in  case  two  or 
more  street  railways  have  consolidated  between  September  30 
and  April  1  a  great  injustice  may  be  done.  A  case  in  point 
is  the  consolidation  of  the  Dartmouth  and  Westport  Street 
Railway  with  the  Union  Street  .Railway.  This  consolidation 
took  place  after  September  30,  1910,  and  before  April  1,  1911, 
and  by  its  terms  the  Union  took  over  the  trackage  and  other 
property  of  the  Dartmouth  and  Westport.  No  tax  was  assessed 
on  April  1,  1911,  upon  the  latter  company,  but  the  tax  of  the 
Union  Street  Railway  was  more  than  $4,000  larger  than  the 
total  taxes  assessed  in  1910  upon  the  two  companies.  Accord- 
ing  to  the  terms  of  the  statute  the  1911  tax  of  the  Union  Street 
Sailway  should  have  been  distributed  to  the  municipalities  in 
which  the  company  had  tracks  on  September  30,  1910.  The 
result  of  such  a  distribution  would  have  been  that  the  city  of 
Fall  River  and  the  town  of  Westport  would  have  received  no  part 
of  the  tax,  since  on  September  30,  1910,  no  tracks  of  the  Union 
Street  Railway  were  located  in  these  places.  And  yet  the  fact 
was  that  on  April  1,  1911,  the  Union  Street  Railway  had  sub- 
stantial mileage  in  both  of  these  municipalities  which  were 
therefore  equitably  entitled  to  some  of  the  tax  paid  by  the 
company  to  the  Commonwealth. 

Similarly,  the  law  provides  that  the  additional  corporate 
franchise  tax  (Acts  of  1909,  chapter  490,  Part  III.,  section 
44)  shall  be  assessed  as  of  April  1,  on  the  basis  of  earnings 
for  year  ending  September  30.    No  tax  has  ever  been  assessed 
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under  this  section,  and  none  is  likely  to  be  at  present;  but  I 
can  see  no  reason  for  providing  that  if  such  a  tax  were  to  be 
assessed  it  should  be  upon  the  basis  of  the. earnings  of  a  year 
ending  other  than  on  March  31. 

I  can  see  no  sound  reason  why  the  date  September  30  should 
enter  into  the  consideration  at  all  in  either  of  these  matters. 
On  the  other  hand  justice  between  the  municipalities  will,  in 
my  judgment,  be  better  served  if  uniformity  prevails  and  if 
in  all  these  matters  April  1  is  the  controlling  date. 

The  bill  presented  does  not  change  the  method  of  taxation; 
it  merely  provides  that  all  matters  relating  to  the  tax  and  its 
distribution  shall  be  determined  as  of  April  1,  the  date  of 
assessment. 

Taxation  of  Domestic   Business   Corporations. 

»  The  law  provides  (section  41,  Part  III.,  chapter  490,  Acts 
of  1909,  amended  by  chapter  370,  Acts  of  1910)  that  from  the 
value  of  the  corporate  franchise  of  domestic  business  corpora- 
tions there  shall  be  deducted  inter  alia  "securities  which  if 
owned  by  a  natural  person  resident  in  this  commonwealth 
would  not  be  liable  to  taxation."  In  the  case  of  a  given  cor- 
poration there  must  be  deducted,  under  this  provision  of  law, 
the  value  of  any  shares  of  stock  of  the  corporation  itself  owned 
by  or  for  the  corporation.  It  frequently  happens  that  because 
of  this  necessary  deduction  the  corporation  escapes  taxation. 
This  is  especially  true  if  the  tax  is  computed  under  the  maxi- 
mum provision  of  the  statute.  ,  The  cases  in  which  a  corpora- 
tion is,  for  bona  fide  reasons,  the  owner  of  its  own  shares  of 
stock  are  very  few.  I  am  convinced  that  in  the  great  majority 
of  cases  ownership  of  its  own  shares  of  stock  has  been  acquired 
not  as  a  necessary  incident  of  the  business  for  which  the 
corporation  has  been  organized,  but  rather  for  the  very  purpose 
of  escaping  taxation.  The  cases  are  so  many  in  which  this 
appears  to  be  the  case  that  I  suggest  legislation  to  prevent  the 
abuse.  I  am  convinced  that  no  corporation  will  suffer  except 
such  as  are  trying  to  so  arrange  the  holding  of  their  own 
shares  as  to  defeat  the  purpose  of  the  tax  law. 
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Sajlaby  of  the  Deputy  Tax  Commissioner. 

I  hereby  renew  the  recommendation  contained  in  my  report 
of  1910,  that  the  salary  of  Mr.  Charles  A.  Andrews,  Deputy 
Tax  Commissioner,  be  fixed  at  $4,000  per  annum.  I  do  this 
because  I  believe  that  he  is  inadequately  paid  for  the  service 
required  of  him,  and  this  belief  is  shared  by  every  citizen  of 
the  Commonwealth  who  has  occasion  to  know  the  extent  of  his 
duties,  and  the  splendid  abilities  which  he  brings  to  them. 
Efficiency  of  service  deserves  and  should  receive  adequate  com- 
pensation; and  I  feel  that  I  would  be  remiss  in  my  duty  to 
the  Commonwealth^  and  that  I  would  be  doing  an  injustice 
to  a  deserving, 'faithful  and  conspicuously  efficient  public  ser- 
vant, if  I  hesitated  to  make  this  recommendation. 

Office  Aooommodations. 

In  my  report  to  the  Legislature  last  year  I  called  attention 
at  length  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  office  accommodations  fur- 
nished to  the  department  of  the  Tax  Commissioner.  No 
legislative  action  followed.  I  am  informed  by  the  Executive 
Council  that  it  is  not  possible  for  t*hem  to  assign  to  me  addi- 
tional quarters  for  the  reason  that  there  are  no  vacant  rooms 
in  the  State  House  and  that  there  is  no  appropriation  to  se- 
cure additional  quarters  outside.  I  therefore  beg  to  call  this 
matter  to  the  attention  of  the  General  Court  again,  and  to 
respectfully  refer  the  Legislature  to  my  report  of  last  year 
for  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  conditions.  During  this  past 
year  the  revenue  raised  by  the  department  of  the  Tax  Com- 
missioner is  more  than  $1,000,000  larger  than  that  raised 
during  the  preceding  year.  Every  branch  of  the  work  of  the 
department  has  largely  increased.  The  number  of  persons  at 
present  employed  is  larger  than  a  year  ago.  Conditions  which 
were  a  year  ago  intolerable,  and  made  impossible  the  proper 
performance  of  the  duties  laid  upon  me  by  law  and  the  ade- 
quate accommodation  of  the  public  which  deals  with  this 
department,  are  now  even  worse.  I  respectfully  request,  there- 
fore, that   such  legislative  action  be  taken  as  will  make  it 
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possible  for  us  to  have  office  accommodations  adequate  for  our 
reasonable  needs,  and  I  have  submitted  a  bill  designed  to  ac- 
complish this  purpose. 

Dissolution  of  Cobpoeations. 

During  the  year  a  large  number  of  corporations  have  "accu- 
mulated on  the  files  of  this  department  which  for  one  reason 
or  another  have  ceased  to  make  use  of  their  charters,  and  have 
given  up  business  altogether.  As  long  as  their  corporate 
existence  continues  they  require  more  or  less  attention  and 
must  be  published  every  year  in  the  commissioner's  report,  for 
the  information  of  assessors.  It  has  been  the  practice  of  the 
department  to  recommend  the  dissolution  of  such  corporations 
from  time  to  time,  in  order  to  save  the  time  and  expense  re- 
quired to  keep  track  of  them.  I  therefore  recommend  that 
such  corporations  be  dissolved  in  the  manner  heretofore  em- 
ployed by  the  Legislature. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of 
the  year  1910  I  have  presented  a  draft  of  a  bill,  drawn  as 
have  been  previous  acts,  foj  the  dissolution  of  corporations.  In 
this  bill  I  have  not  included  the  names  of  the  corporations 
which  may  be  dissolved  since  the  list  is  not  yet  complete,  and 
because,  further,  by  the  time  the  matter,  is  taken  up  by  the 
Legislature  we  shall  undoubtedly  be  able  to  include  many  more 
corporations  than  could  now  be  included. 


THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

The  duties  assigned  by  law  to  the  Tax  Commissioner  and  Com- 
missioner of  Corporations  naturally  fall  into  four  groups :  — 

I.  The  taxation  of  corporations. 

II.  The  taxation  of  legacies  and  successions. 

III.  The  supervision  of  boards  of  assessors. 

IV.  The  approval  of  corporate  organization  and  reports. 
For  convenience,  therefore,  this  part  of  my  report  is  divided 

into  four  parts. 
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!•     The  Taxation  of  Corporations. 

1.  Public-service  Corporalions  (Acts  of  1909,.  chapter  490, 
Part  III.,  Sections  39-43).  —  This  heading  includes  railroads, 
street  railways,  gas  and  electric  light  companies,  trust  com- 
panies, water  companies,  and  domestic  insurance  companies 
with  capital  stock,  together  with  a  few  miscellaneous  corpora- 
tions which  are  included  for  the  reason  that  they  are  not  subject 
to  the  general  business  corporation  law.  The  whole  number  of 
thrae  public-service  corporations  making  tax  returns  as  of  April 
1  is  465.  Of  these,  a  tax  was  assessed  upon  the  corporate 
excess  of  253.  The  total  amount  of  taxes  so  assessed  was 
$5,272,518,  of  which  $1,236,855.46  was  laid  upon  the  street 
railways  and  $4,035,662.54  upon  the  other  public-service  cor- 
porations; in  addition  to  this  latter  item  is  $45,166.79  assessed 
upon  trust  companies  on  account  of  personal  property  held  in 
trust  (Acts  of  1909,  chapter  490,  Part  III.,  section  37,  amended 
by  Acts  of  1910,  chapter  216). 

Of  the  $1,236,855.46  assessed  upon  street  railways,  $1,221,- 
625.59  is  apportioned  to  cities  and  towns  in  proportion  to  mile- 
age of  tracks,  and  $15,229.87  to  the  Commonwealth  on  account 
of  trackage  in  public  reservations.  Of  the  $4,035,662.54  as- 
sessed upon  other  public-service  corporations,  $2,593,330.37  is 
apportioned  to  cities  and  towns  in  proportion  to  shares  of  stock 
owned  by  residents,  and  $1,442,332.17  to  the  Commonwealth 
on  account  of  shares  owned  by  nonresidents  of  the  Common- 
wealth. Of  the  $45,166.79  assessed  upon  trust  companies  on 
account  of  personal  property  held  in  trust,  $35,586.47  has  been 
apportioned  to  cities  and  towns  on  account  of  the  residence  of 
the  beneficiaries  of  the  trusts,  and  $9,680.32  to  the  Common- 
wealth in  cases  where  the  beneficiaries  reside  outside  of  the 
State.  The  total  value  of  the  capital  stock  of  these  public- 
service  corporations  as  ascertained  by  me  for  the  purpose  of 
taxation  is :  — 

Street  railways, $105,298,052 

Other  public-service  corporations, 483,680,424

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The  value  of  the  corporate  excess  upon  which  the  tax  is  ac- 
tually assessed  is :  —

(For  summaries  and  comparisons,  see  pages  32,  33  following.) 
2.  Domestic  Business  Corporations  (Acts  of  1909,  chapter 
490,  Part  III.,  Sections  89-43).  —  This  heading  includes  mer- 
cantile and  manufacturing  corporations,  —  all  of  the  corpora- 
tions subject  to  the  business  corporation  act  (Acts  of  1903, 
chapter  437).  The  whole  number  of  business  corporations 
making  tax  returns  as  of  April  1  is  7,498.  Of  these,  a  tax  wag 
assessed  upon  4,960.  In  the  case  of  225  the  tax  was  computed 
under  the  minimum  provision  of  the  law  (i.e.,  upon  Ko  of  1  per 
cent,  of  the  value  of  the  capital  stock)  ;  in  the  case  of  1,661  the 
tax  was  computed  under  the  maximum  provision  of  the  law 
{i.e.,  upon  120  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  real  estate,  machin- 
ery, merchandise  and  taxable  securities  owned  by  the  corpora- 
tion) ;  in  the  case  of  the  balance,  3,074,  the  tax  was  computed 
upon  the  full  value  of  the  corporate  excess.  The  corporations 
to  which  the  minimum  provision  applied  were  corporations 
doing  business  to  some  extent  outside  of  the  Conmionwealth. 
While  our  corporation  law  is  not  expressly  designed  to  en- 
courage the  organization  of  corporations  to  do  business  outside 
of  Massachusetts,  yet  such  corporations  are  being  organized  in 
increasing  numbers,  owing,  I  think,  to  the  desire  of  the  owners 
to  have  securities  which  are  tax-exempt  to  the  holder  in  Massa- 
chusetts. The  amount  of  taxes  assessed  upon  these  225  corpora- 
tions is  $36,792.81. 

The  most  significant  fact  in  relation  to  the  taxation  of  busi- 
ness corporations  is  that  1,661  corporations  were  taxed  under 
the  maximum  provision  of  the  law,  —  that  is,  they  were  taxed 
upon  120  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  their  real  estate,  machinery, 
merchandise  and  taxable  securities,  instead  of  upon  the  full 
fair  cash  value  of  their  capital  stock.  In  these  1,661  cases  the 
total  value  of  the  corporate  excess  (i.e.,  the  total  value  of  the 
capital  stock  less  the  deductions  allowed  by  law)  was  found  to 
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be  $127,076,876,  while  the  maximum  value  upon  which  the  tax 
was  laid  was  only  $64,091,855.  In  other  words,  the  limiting 
or  maximum  clause  of  the  statute  caused  a  saving  to  1,661 
corporations  of  $62,985,021  in  valuation,  or  of  $1,129,321.42 
in  taxes.  By  so  much  does  the  law  fail  to  tax  all  corporations 
upon  the  full  value  of  their  capital  stock.  To  this  extent  it 
may  he  said  that  the  law  subsidizes  the  corporations.  A  very 
pertinent  fact  is  that  this  subsidy  frequently  operates  to  the 
advantage  of  the  most  prosperous  corporations. 

The  total  taxes  assessed  by  the  department  upon  business 
corporations  in  1911  is  $3,443,604.37.  There  is  apportioned 
to  the  Commonwealth  on  account  of  shares  of  stock  of  these 
corporations  owned  by  nonresidents  of  Massachusetts,  and  on 
account  of  corporations  doing  all  their  business  outside  of  the 
State,  $531,371.40;  the  balance  of  $2,912,232.97  is  apportioned 
to  cities  and  towns  where  the  corporations  carry  on  their  busi- 
ness in  proportion  to  the  location  of  their  tangible  property. 

The  figures  of  apportionment  given  herein  in  relation  to  both 
puhlic-servite  and  domestic  business  corporations  give  the 
amounts  which  would  accrue  to  the  Commonwealth  and  to  the 
cities  and  towns  if  all  assessed  taxes  were  paid,  and  it  should 
be  constantly  borne  in  mind  that  the  amounts  actually  accru- 
ing to  the  Commonwealth  and  to  the  cities  and  towns  vary 
from  these  figures.  The  Treasurer  and  Receiver-General  re- 
ported to  me  the  amount  of  taxes  actually  paid  by  the  corpora- 
tions up  to  the  close  of  business  November  7  as  $8,611,817.75. 
Subsequent  payments  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  aggregated 
$79,127.34.  These  taxes  were  paid  by  corporations  as  fol- 
lows: —

We  made  a  distribution  of  the  amount  paid  up  to  November' 
7  in  time  for  settlement  with  the  cities  and  towns  on  November 
15;  a  subsequent  distribution  was  made  as  of  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year.

3.  Savings  Banks  and  Savings  Departments  of  Trust  Com- 
panies (Acts  of  1909,  Chapter  490,  Part  III.,  Sections  21-24 ; 
Acts  of  1909,  Chapter  342,  and  Acts  of  1911,  Chapter  337).  — 
This  heading  includes  191  savings  hanks,  the  Massachusetts 
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Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company  and  15  savings  departments 
of  trust  companies.  The  tax  is  assessed  twice  each  year,  as  of 
May  1  and  November  1,  upon  the  average  deposits,  less  certain 
specified  investments,  at  the  rate  of  2%  mills  on  the  dollar, 
except  that  the  rate  for  savings  departments  of  trust  companies 
for  1911  is  Vs  of  1  per  cent,  at  each  assessment.  The  essential 
facts  relating  to  this  tax  are  shown  in  the  following  table :  —

4.  Insurance  Companies,  (a)  Tax  upon  Premiums  (Acts 
of  1909,  Chapter  490,  Part  III.,  Sections  28-32). —  Subject 
to  the  premium  tax  were  13  foreign  life  companies;  214  fire 
and  marine  companies,  of  which  41  were  Massachusetts  com- 
panies ;  and  42  miscellaneous  companies,  of  which  3  were  Massa- 
chusetts companies.  The  total  value  of  premiums  taxed  was 
$48,190,108.30.  Of  this  amount,  $22,724,230.90  was  taxed  at 
the  rate  of  1  per  cent,  $65,663,53  at  the  rate  of  1%  per  cent, 
$24,794,222.61  at  the  rate  of  2  per  cent,  $472,258.95  at  the 
rate  of  2^  per  cent,  and  $133,832.31  at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent 
So  far  as  the  tax  authorized  by  these  sections  relates  to  foreign 
life  insurance  companies  it  has  been  decided  (Metropolitan  Life 
Ins.  Co.  1?.  Commonwealth,  198  Mass.  466)  that  the  tax  shall 
be  exacted  only  in  cases  where  and  to  the  extent  that  such  tax 
exceeds  the  tax  assessed  under  sections  26  and  27  upon  net 
policy  values  (see  (h)  below).  The  amount  of  premium  tax 
which  would  have  been  paid  by  these  13  foreign  companies, 
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were  it  not  for  the  credit  to  be  given  on  account  of  the  tax  on 
net  policy  values,  is  $201,017.19.  But  in  the  case  of  6  of  these 
13  companies  upon  which  a  premium  tax  of  $72,663.94  was 
computed  the  tax  upon  net  policy  values  exceeded  the  premium 
tax,  and  so  no  premium  tax  was  exacted ;  and  in  the  case  of  the 
other  7  companies  upon  which  a  premium  tax  of  $128,353.25 
was  computed  there  was  given  a  credit  of  $110,234.61  assessed 
as  the  tax  on  net  policy  values  under  sections  26  and  27. 
Therefore  these  13  companies  are  actually  required  to  pay  only 
$18418.64  as  a  premium  tax.

(h)  Life  Insurance  Excise  Tax  (Acts  of  1909,  Chapter  490, 
Part  III.,  Sections  26  and  27).  —  This  tax  is  assessed  upon  the 
net  value  of  policies  upon  the  lives  of  residents  of  Massachu- 
setts, at  the  rate  of  1/4  of  1  per  cent.,  whether  such  policies  have 
been  issued  hy  foreign  or  domestic  companies.  The  aggregate 
net  value  of  such  policies  was  $179,612,088.52 ;  these  policies 
were  issued  by  28  companies,  of  which  7  were  Massachusetts 
companies.  The  total  tax  assessed  was  $449,030.19. 
.  (c)  Savings  Bank  Life  Insurance  Tax  (Acts  of  1907,  Chap- 
ter 561,  Section  24).  —  Under  this  section  the  general  insur- 
ance guaranty  fund  was  taxed  at  %  of  1  per  cent,  on  $3,020.98. 
The  tax  was  $15.10. 

5.  Taxation  of  Shares  of  National  Banks  (Acts  of  1909, 
Chapter  490,  Part  III.,  Sections  11-20).  — -  The  shares  of  stock 
of  each  national  bank  are  taxed  as  personal  property  of  the 
owners  hy  the  assessors  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  bank  is 
located.  The  tax  is  paid  by  the  bank  to  the  city  or  town  col- 
lector. The  assessors  report  to  the  Tax  Commissioner  the  facts 
of  their  assessment,  together  with  a  list  containing  the  names 
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and  residences  of  bank  stockholders  and  the  number  of  shares 
owned  by  each.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  to  see  to  it 
that  the  tax  thus  collected  on  account  of  each  share  of  bank 
stock  reaches  the  municipality  in  which  resides  its  owner,  if  in 
Massachusetts;  that  such  tax  remains  in  the  treasury  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  cases  where  the  owners  reside  outside  of 
Massachusetts;  and  that  refunds  on  account  of  this  tax  are 
made  to  savings  banks  and  savings  departments  of  trust  com- 
panies, insurance  companies  and  charitable  corporations,  as 
provided  for  in  sections  18  and  20.  The  total  amount  of  tax 
paid  upon  shares  of  stock  in  197  national  banks  was  $1,539,- 
767.84.  One  per  cent  of  this  was  allowed  to  the  municipalities 
as  payment  for  assessment  and  collection.  The  amount  to  be 
accounted  for  and  distributed  was,  therefore,  99  per  cent,  of 
$1,639,767.84,  or  $1,524,370.16.  Of  this  amount,  $554,425.79 
was  the  tax  upon  shares  owned  by  residents  of  the  cities  and 
towns  which  assessed  and  received  the  tax.  Accordingly,  this 
amount  was  retained  by  such  municipalities.  The  balance  of 
the  tax,  $969,944.37,  was  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, to  be  accounted  for  as  heretofore  indicated.  The

6.  Foreign  Corporation  Excise  Tax  (Acts  of  1909,  Chapter 
490,  Part  III.,  Section  56).  —  This  tax  is  assessed  upon 
foreign  corporations  subject  to  chapter  437  of  the  Acts  of  1903 
at  the  time  of  filing  the  annual  certificate  of  condition.  The 
tax  is  in  the  amount  of  Ho  of  1  per  cent,  of  the  authorized 
capital  stock,  not  exceeding  $2,000  in  any  one  case.  The  pay- 
ment of  the  tax  is  a  condition  precedent  to  the  filing  of  the 
certificate  of  condition  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 
No  distribution  of  this  tax  is  provided  for  by  law,  since  it  is  in 
addition  to  taxation  by  the  cities  and  towns  upon  all  the  property 
of  the  corporations  within  our  jurisdiction.  The  tax  has  beeii 
aBsessed  upon  2,096  corporations  in  the  total  amount  of  $268,- 
890.57. 

7.  Expenses  of  Commissions  (Acts  of  1909,  Chapter  490, 
Part  III.,  Section  9 ;  Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  433,  Section  3).  — 
The  Auditor  of  the  Commonwealth  reported  the  following 
amounts  to  be  assessed  upon  corporations  for  the  expenses  of 
the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  including  costs  of  in- 
quests, the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners, 
and  the  Highway  Commission  on  account  of  supervision  of  tele- 
phoue  and  telegraph  companies.  The  amount  in  each  case  is  the 
amount  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  less  any  unexpended 
balance  remaining  from  previous  appropriations.  The  amounts

8.  Express  Company  Tax  (Acts  of  1909,  Chapter  490,  Part 
HL,  Sections  72—79).  —  A  tax  was  assessed  upon  one  express 
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company  in  the  amount  of  $190.09.  Herein  appears  evidence 
that  we  have  no  law  adequately  taxing  express  companies. 

9.  Care  and  Custody  of  Deposits  (Revised  Laws,  Chapter  6, 
Section  6).  —  This  section  provides  that  the  Tax  Commissioner 
shall  assess  Ho  of  1  per  cent,  upon  certain  corporations  or  or- 
ganizations on  account  of  trust  funds  deposited  with  the  Treas- 
urer and  Receiver-General.  The  amount  of  these  funds  as 
reported  to  me  by  the  Treasurer  and  Receiver-General  was 
$10,829,913,35,  upon  which  $5,414.96  was  assessed. 

The  following  summary  shows  the  whole  amount  of  taxes 
assessed  upon  corporations  of  the  iabove  classes  for  the  years 
1910  and  1911,  and  the  amounts  accruing  to  the  Commonwealth 
if  the  total  of  the  assessments  is  actually  paid.  The  amounts 
accruing  to  the  Commonwealth  are  subject  to  changes  occa- 
sioned by  settlement  of  claims  and  adjustments  hereafter.

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10.  TU  Board  of  Appeal  (Acts  of  1909,  Chapter  490,  Part 
IIL,  Section  68).  —  The  Board  of  Appeal  was  composed  of  the 
TreasTurer  and  Receiver-General,  the  Auditor  of  the  Common- 
wealth and  the  Hon.  Walter  S.  Glidden,  the  latter  being  ap- 
pointed as  the  member  from  the  Executive  Council.  Meetings 
of  the  Board  were  held  on  five  different  occasions  during  the 
year.  Matters  were  heard  and  determined  relating  to  claims 
of  cities  and  towns  in  the  distribution  of  different  taxes,  and

II.    Thk  Taxation  of  Legacies  and  Successions. 

Taxation  of  Legacies  and  Successions  (Acts  of  1909,  Chapter 
490,  Part  IV.,  Chapters  268  and  527;  Acts  of  1911,  Chapters 
359  and  502).  — The  law  taxing  direct  as  well  as  collateral 
legacies  and  bequests  has  now  been  in  operation  more  than  four 
years.  As  a  producer  of  revenue  it  has  come  up  to  the  estimate 
made  by  the  special  committee  on  taxation  which  in  its  report 
of  1907  recommended  the  passage  of  such  a  law.  This  com- 
mittee said  that  a  revenue  of  $1,500,000  should  be  produced 
M  soon  as  the  law  became  fully  operative.     The  reports  of  the 
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Treasurer  and  Receiver-General  show  the  following  receipts  of 
legacy  and  succession  taxes  assessed  under  this  act :  —

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  future  years  will  show  such  large 
annual  increases  in  the  amount  of  this  tax  as  have  prevailed 
heretofore.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  1911  is  the  first  full  year  in 
which  the  inheritance  tax  law  may  be  said  to  have  produced 
revenue  up  to  its  capacity.  Now,  however,  the  law  is  in  full 
swing,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  hereafter  from  it  a  revenue 
of  $2,000,000  a  year,  which  amount  will  gradually  increase 
with  the  growth  of  Massachusetts  in  population  and  wealth. 
This  without  any  change  in  the  terms  of  the  law.  Elsewhere 
in  this  report  I  am  setting  forth  my  reasons  for  believing 
that  without  hardship  to  any  one  changes  in  the  law  ought  to 
be  made,  which  changes  will  add  to  the  revenue  derived  from 
the  taxation  of  legacies  and  successions. 

The  adoption  by  the  Commonwealth  of  the  policy  of  taxing 
direct  heirs  was  long  and  bitterly  opposed.  We  now  hear  little 
or  no  objection  to  the  law.  To  an  unusual  degree  the  public  has 
accommodated  itself  to  this  form  of  taxation,  and  I  risk  nothing 
in  saying  that  iiJieritance  taxation  is  heartily  approved  by  the 
people  of  the  State.  The  taxation  of  inheritances  does  not 
impose  any  burden  on  industry,  nor  by  its  continued  repetition 
does  it  annoy  the  taxpayer,  as  does  his  annual  city  tax.  This 
tax  is  payable  only  when  the  individual  receives  from  another 
some  property  which  had  not  been  his.  The  tax  lessens  only 
by  a  little  the  amount  to  be  received.  Payment  is  to  the  Com- 
monwealth, with  whom  in  general  the  citizens  like  to  deal.  The 
cases  of  actual  hardship  produced  by  this  law  are  fewer  in 
number  than  those  occasioned  by  most  of  our  tax  laws.  It  must 
be  concluded  that  this  is  a  good  method  of  taxation. 

The  administration  of  the  law  by  this  department  has  been 
a  difiScult  and  a  complex  task.  The  Attomey-GeneraFs  depart- 
ment has  been  constantly  consulted,  and  has  given  us  excellent

assistance;  a  large  number  of  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Coizrt  have  interpreted  the  law ;  attorneys  and  others  concerned 
with  the  settlement  of  estates  have  also  been  of  assistance  to 
the  department.  The  experience  of  four  years  has  made  secure 
the  ground  under  our  f  eet,  and  both  the  intent  of  the  law  and 
the  administrative  practice  of  the  department  are  established. 

During  the  year  there  were  received  from  the  probate  courts 
or  from  executors  or  administrators  wills,  inventories  and  other 
papers  relating  to  4,804  estates  of  deceased  persons.  Eegisters 
of  probate  are  required  to  send  to  the  department  such  docu- 
ments in  every  estate  unless  the  conmiissioner  excuses  the 
roister  in  particular  cases.  A  large  number  of  estates  are  of 
snch  small  value,  or  are  to  be  so  disposed  of,  that  there  is  no 
legacy  tax  to  be  paid.  We  inspect  all  such  cases  in  the  county 
offices.  During  the  year  we  have  excused  the  registers  from 
filing  in  the  department  the  papers  in  some  8,500  cases.  It 
thus  appears  that  the  year's  work  has  comprised  the  examina- 
tion of  well  over  13,000  cases.  During  the  year  we  have  issued 
to  representatives  of  estates  2,321  tax  bills,  of  which  37,  upon 
presentation  of  new  facts,  have  been  cancelled. 

The  total  amount  of  tax  assessed  in  these  cases  is  $1,964,- 
209.25.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  tax 
assessed  is  not  the  same  as  the  amount  collected.  This  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  date  at  which  a  tax  is  due  or  is  paid  is  not 
always  in  the  same  fiscal  year  as  that  upon  which  the  tax  is 


The  department  is  frequently  required  to  assess  a  tax  on 
account  rather  than  in  full.  An  analysis  of  these  cases,  which 
have  been  only  partially  reviewed  by  the  department,  is  im- 
possible. The  following  analysis  of  cases  which  have  been

"  Settlements  '^  are  made  at  various  and  undetermined  rates, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Attomey-Gteneral  in  c&ses  where  the 
tax  cannot  be  actually  computed  (Acts  of  1909,  chapter  490, 
Part  IV.,  section  7). 

Although  $1,473,188.65  has  been  actually  assessed  upon  these 
estates,  only  $1,410,861.50  is  payable  to  the  Commonwealth. 
The  difference,  $62,327.15,  is  the  amount  we  are  required  by 
law  to  allow  on  account  of  taxes  paid  by  the  estates  to  other 
States.  Substantially  all  of  this  foreign  tax  is  paid  by  estates 
of  deceased  residents  of  Massachusetts.  It  thus  appeard  that 
we  collect  from  nonresident  estates,  on  account  of  property  in 
our  jurisdiction,  $93,626.17,  and  allow  credits  to  resident 
estates,  on  account  of  foreign  taxes,  in  the  amount  of  $62,327.15. 
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m.      SUPEBVISION  OT  AbBBSSOBS. 

This  division  of  the  work  of  the  Tax  Commissioner  includes 
such  supervision  over  boards  of  assessors  and  collectors  of  taxes 
of  the  several  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  as  is 
authorized  by  law,  exercised  pursuant  to  section  2,  Part  III., 
chapter  490,  Acts  of  1909.  Begular  and  periodical  visits  are 
made  to  boards  of  assessors  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  their 
work,  conveying  to  them  information  and  advice  in  regard  to 
taxable  property  and  persons,  and  of  performing  the  various 
other  duties  imposed  upon  the  Tax  Commissioner  by  sections  5, 
6  and  7  of  said  Part  III.  The  force  employed  in  this  division 
of  the  department  consists  of  the  first  assistant,  three  supervisors 
of  assessors  and  three  clerks.  Much  clerical  work  is  performed 
in  abstracting  from  the  probate  records  of  the  department  and 
from  returns  and  other  documents  filed  in  the  office,  for  the 
purpose  of  lodging  with  the  assessors  information  which  will 
assist  them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  Assessors  are 
constantly  ealHng  at  the  office  for  advice,  assistance  and  informa- 
tion, and  also  by  correspondence  are  requesting  the  same  kinds 
of  aid. 

The  first  assistant  and  supervisors  are  present,  by  request, 
at  many  hearings  given  by  assessors  to  taxpayers,  both  at  thiB 
office  and  at  the  offices  of  the  local  boards,  and  assist  the  asses- 
sors in  deciding  many  difficult  and  complicated  cases  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  law.  Much  time  and  attention  are 
given  to  the  work  of  securing  uniformity  of  assessment  of  real 
estate  at  full  and  fair  cash  value,  and  great  improvement  has 
resulted.  The  assessed  value  of  real  estate  in  the  Common- 
wealth has  increased  from  $2,668,110,610  in  1906  to  $3,092,- 
791,011  in  1911. 

For  the  assistance  of  the  assessors  in  the  taxation  of  personal 
property,  probate  records  of  about  5,000  cases  were  examined 
during  the  year,  and  the  taxable  personal  property  in  about 
2,500  inventories  was  appraised. 

Information  as  to  the  names,  addresses  and  changes  in  trus- 
tees in  about  5,000  cases  was  furnished  the  assessor,  together 
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with  the  names^  domiciles  and  respective  interests  of  the  bene- 
ficiaries. The  assessors  are  informed  of  persons  removing  from 
place  to  place,  with  the  result  that  much  less  loss  of  personal 
property  taxes  results  from  this  cause  than  formerly.  The 
assessed  valuations  of  personal  property  in  the  Commonwealth 
has  increased  from  $736,782,555  in  1906  to  $984,444,252  in 
1911.

The  total  amount  of  taxes  assessed  for  State,  county  and 
municipal  purposes,  as  of  April  1,  1911,  by  the  cities  and  towns, 
was  $71,289,529.  Of  this  amount,  $5,500,000  was  to  meet  the 
State  tax,  and  $4,244,294.67  was  for  county  levies ;  the  balance 
of  $63,545,234.33  was  for  current  city  and  town  purposes,  and 
compares  with  $58,885,487  for  1910. 

IV.     Corporate  Organizations  and  Reports. 

All  articles  of  organizations  and  certificates  and  reports  of 
various  kinds  required  to  be  filed  by  corporations  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  are  first  to  be  approved 
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by  the  Commissioiier  of  Corporations.  Certificates  thus  passing 
before  the  commissioner  relate  chiefly  to  public-service  cor- 
porations, domestic  business  corporations,  religious,  charitable 
and  social  corporations  subject  to  chapter  125  of  the  Eevised 
Laws,  and  foreign  corporations  having  a  usual  place  of  business 
and  doing  business  in  Massachusetts  within  the  meaning  of  the 
business  corporation  act.  The  number  of  corporations  thus 
dealt  with  by  the  department  is  constantly  increasing,  and  the 
advice  and  suggestions  of  officials  of  the  department  are  more 
and  more  sought  by  attorneys  and  corporation  officers.

Foreign  Corporations. 

The  term  "  foreign  corporation  "  as  used  in  the  statute,  Acts 
of  1903,  chapter  437,  section  56,  means  corporations  chartered 
under  laws  other  than  those  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  purposes 
for  which  business  corporations  may  be  organized  under  our  law. 

A.  Registration.  —  Foreign  corporations,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  Acts  of  1903,  chapter  437,  section  58,  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  doing  business  in  this  Commonwealth  must  file 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  four  papers,  namely :  — 

1.  Appointment  of  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  as 
attorney  upon  whom  service  of  process  may  be  made. 
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2.  Copy  of  charter  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State  (or 
other  qualified  officer)  of  the  State  which  has  issued  it. 

3.  A  statement  regarding  its  capital  stock. 

4.  Attested  copy  of  by-laws  of  the  corporation. 
Eegistration  of  these  papers  in  240  cases  was  entered  on  our 

books  during  the  year. 

B.  Amendments.  —  Under  the  provisions  of  Acts  of  1903, 
chapter  437,  section  66,  there  have  been  filed  37  certificates  of 
increase  and  23  certificates  of  decrease  of  capital  stock.  In 
addition,  JL3  corporations  have  filed  amendments  changing  their 
corporate  names. 

C.  Certificate  of  Condition.  —  Under  Acts  of  1909,  chapter 
490,  Part  III.,  sections  64  and  56,  foreign  corporations  are 
required  to  submit  to  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  a  cer- 
tificate of  condition.  After  examination  and  assessment  of  the 
tax,  if  the  certificate  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  the  statute 
the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  endorses  his  approval  thereon. 
The  certificate  is  then  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth;  2,096  certificates  have  been  approved  and  filed 
the  present  year. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Ee vised  Laws,  chapter  126,  8  cor- 
porations have  also  filed  certificates  of  condition. 

Service  of  Process.  —  Under  the  provisions  of  section  68, 
679  writs  have  been  served  upon  the  Commissioner  of  Corpora- 
tions during  the  year.  Fees  accompanying  the  service  of  proc- 
ess, aggregating  $1,168,  have  been  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer 
and  Eeceiver-General  monthly.

Returns  to  be  made  of  Corporations  dissolved  by  the  Supreme  Judicial 

OR  THE  Superior  Courts. 

"  If  a  corporation  is  dissolved,  the  clerk  of  the  court  in  which  the  decree  for  dis- 
solution is  entered  shall  forthwith  jnake  return  thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth,  giving  the  name  of  the  corporation  dissolved  and  the  date  upon

Certificates  of  Payment  and  Investment  of  Capital,  and  Issue  of  Capital 

Stock. 

The  attention  of  the  officers  of  public  service  corporations  is  called  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  corporation  laws  respecting  the  filing  and  recording  of  certif- 
icates of  payment  and  investment  of  capital.  Special  attention  is  asked  to  the 
following:  Revised  Laws,  chap.  110,  sects.  43,  44,  45,  58  and  59. 
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The  attention  of  the  officers  of  trading  corporations  is  called  to  the  require- 
ments of  section  14  of  chapter  437,  Acts  of  1903,  which  provides  that  no  issue  of 
stock  subsequent  to  the  issue  of  stock  certified  by  the  articles  of  organization. 
shall  be  lawful  until  a  certificate  pertaining  thereto  shall  have  been  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth.  Section  41  of  chapter  437,  Acts  of 
1903,  provides  that  no  amendment  or  alteration  of  the  agreement  of  association 
or  articles  of  organization  shall  take  effect  until  said  articles  of  amendment  shaQ 
have  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth.

Corporations  Created  by  Special  Charter  to  file  Evidence  op  their 

Organization. 

"  A  corporation  which  is  created  by  special  charter  shall,  if  no  time  is  limited 
therein,  be  organized  within  two  years  after  the  passage  of  its  act  of  incorpora- 
tion. Within  thirty  days  after  the  final  adjournment  of  the  meeting  for  organiza- 
tion of  any  such  corporation,  the  recording  officer  thereof  shall  make,  sign,  swear 
to  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  a  certificate  stating 
the  date  on  which  the  meeting  for  organization  was  held,  the  names  of  the  officers 
elected  at  such  meeting  and  the  amount  of  capital  stock,  if  any,  fixed  under  its 
charter." 


Index,  Records,  Fees,  Publications,  etc. 

A  card  index  has  been  prepared,  embracing  references  to  all  acts  of  incorpora- 
tion and  amendments  thereto  of  corporations  created  by  the  General  Court  since 
the  year  1780,  and  to  every  certificate  recorded  in  the  office  under  general  laws 
concerning  joint  stock  and  other  corporations,  since  the  year  1851,  when  the  first 
certificates  were  recorded.  This  index  includes  corporations  created  for  the  fol- 
lowing purposes,  arranged  under  their  proper  classification:  manufacturing, 
trading,  mercantile  and  industrial  companies;  railroads;  street  railways;  steam- 
boat, towing,  express  and  coach  companies;  gas  and  electric,  water  supply, 
telegraph  and  telephone  and  water-power  companies;  proprietors  of  common 
lands;  bridges  and  ferries,  breakwaters,  buoys,  harbors  and  moorings,  channels, 
locks  and  canals,  dry  docks  and  marine  railways;  insurance  companies,  savings 
banks,  co-operative  banks  and  safe  deposit  and  trust  companies;  asylums;  homes; 
dispensaries,  hospitals,  medical  societies;  general  charities;  training  schools 
for  nurses;  cemeteries;  clubs;  boards  of  trade;  and  associations  for  educational, 
religious,  mechanical  and  professional  purposes;  also,  certificates  of  condition 
of  Massachusetts  corporations  since  the  year  1870  and  those  of  foreign  corpora- 
tions since  the  year  1892.

The  records  of  religious  and  benevolent  associations  date  only  from  the  year 
1874,  when  the  existing  law  for  their  formation,  and  for  the  filing  of  their  certifi- 
cates in  the  Secretary's  office,  went  into  effect.  The  office  has  no  knowledge  of 
the  legal  existence  of  those  formed  previously  to  1874  under  general  law,  as  the 
certificates  of  such  organizations  were  required  to  be  ''recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  regbter  of  deeds  for  the  county  or  district"  wherein  they  were  located;  nor 
has  it  official  information  of  any  class  of  corporations  dissolved  by  the  supreme 
judicial  or  superior  courts  previous  to  1880. 

Every  fee  paid  into  the  office  for  recording  under  the  provisions  of  chap.  224  of 
1870,  and  every  subsequent  corporation  act  (as  well  as  those  of  some  years  pre- 
vious), has  been  made  a  matter  of  record  with  the  certificate  itself,  the  money 
being  paid  into  the  treasiury  at  the  time  designated  by  the  statute. 

Abstracts  of  the  organization  certificates  and  annual  returns  are  made  and 
published  daily  and  weekly  by  the  representatives  of  various  newspapers  and 
trade  journals  for  the  accuracy  of  which  this  office  is  not  responsible.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  1  of  chapter 
211  of  the  Acts  of  1905,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the 
twenty-fifth  annual  report  of  this  office,  covering  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31,  1911. 

Examinations. 

The  examinations  of  the  year  have  been  carefully  and  thor- 
oughly made.  Considerable  time  has  been  spent  in  consul- 
tation with  different  officers,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining 
whether  changes  could  be  made  toward  simplification  of  their 
accounts,  better  keeping  thereof,  or  the  adoption  of  methods 
calculated  to  save  county  money.  Many  offices  have  been 
examined  and  the  accounts  put  in  order  several  times  during 
the  year.  A  number  of  changes  in  officials  have  made  neces- 
sary the  balancing  of  accounts  of  retiring  officers  and  prop- 
erly starting  new  ones. 

Although  in  the  main  vouchers  have  been  proper  in  form, 
we  have  thought  there  might  be  an  improvement  in  many 
instances.  The  county  commissioners  were  therefore  re- 
quested to  take  the  matter  in  hand,  and  as  a  result  circulars 
have  been  sent  by  them  in  their  respective  counties  to  all  who 
do  business  with  the  county  treasurer.  This  circular  is  sub- 
stantially the  same  in  all  counties  and  is  as  follows :  — 

All  persons  rendering  bills  against  the  county  of  , 

to  insure  prompt  payment,  must  conform  to  the  following  rules :  — 

All  bills  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  derk  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners on  the  first  day  of  the  month. 

No  bills  will  be  allowed  unless  fully  itemized. 
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Voachers  mnst  be  attached  to  each  bill  for  all  cash  payments. 
No  bills  for  use  of  automobiles  will  be  allowed  in  excess  of  the 
usual  charge  for  carriage  for  like  service. 

These  circulars  have  brought  about  a  great  improvement 
in  vouchers. 

Those  bonds  of  county  officers  which  are  deposited  with 
the  county  treasurer  and  are  subject  to  our  examination 
have  been  thoroughly  overhauled.  In  many  cases  new  bonds 
have  been  required,  and  a  large  number  have  been  changed 
so  as  to  comply  with  tfie  law.  The  list  of  corporate  fidelity 
and  surety  companies  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  Com- 
monwealth is  often  changed,  old  companies  being  dropped 
and  new  ones  added.  Inasmuch  as  a  large  number  of  county 
officers  are  bonded  in  these  companies,  special  attention  has 
been  given  to  their  bonds. 

The  examination  of  accounts  of  training  schools  showed 
that  in  one  instance  the  superintendent  was  in  the  habit  of 
sending  out  the  bills  for  pupils'  care  to  cities  and  towns, 
receiving  payment  thereof,  banking  the  same,  and  account- 
ing to  the  county  treasurer  at  intervals.  This  method  was  at 
once  changed.  All  bills  are  now  sent  out  by  the  treasurer 
and  payments  of  the  same  made  directly  to  hinu 

Peobatiow  Officees'  Accounts. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  35  of  the  Acts  of  1911, 
the  supervision  of  the  accounts  of  probation  officers  was 
added  to  the  duties  of  this  office.  Proper  and  uniform  books 
for  their  accounts  were  at  once  prescribed,  and  officers  ad- 
vised relative  to  their  keeping.  A  difficulty  has  arisen,  how- 
ever, in  securing  uniformity  in  results  by  reason  of  a  lack 
of  uniformity  in  the  interpretation  of  the  probation  laws  by 
the  different  courts  of  the  Commonwealth.  Cases  really 
probationary  in  nature  are  handled  by  the  clerks  of  courts, 
and  in  some  courts  the  probation  officer  is  not  permitted  to 
have  anything  to  do  with  the  money  in  probation  cases. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  by  this  office  to  get  these 
accounts  into  as  uniform  a  condition  as  is  possible.

CouKT  StenogBu^lfhbrs'  Bills. 

The  matter  of  stenographers^  bills,  particularly  those 
incurred  and  allowed  in  murder  trials,  deserves  attention. 
Becent  trials  in  Middlesex  and  Essex  counties  resulted  in 
very  large  and  apparently  too  liberal  allowances. 

In  one  of  these  counties  a  stenographer  was  employed  to 
report  a  case  at  so  much  a  folio.  The  bilk,  finally  approved 
and  allowed  by  the  court,  included  one  for  meals  and  expenses 
of  the  stenographer's  assistants,  for  three  days,  amounting 
to  $41.25.  The  four  copies  of  the  typewritten  report  cost 
the  county  $683.26.  In  another  case  the  following  bills 
were  approved  and  allowed:  for  typewriting  machine, 
$92.25;  phonograph,  $60;  meals  for  assistants,  $97.80; 
and  for  four  copies  of  the  report,  $2,313.60. 

The  l^ality  of  these  allowances  cannot  be  questioned. 
The  court  has  the  discretionary  power  to  order  the  payment 
and  the  county  must  pay. 

Appointment  of  Justices  of  Infebiob  Coubts  ab  Audi- 

TOBS  AND  MaSTEES. 

The  practice  of  the  Superior  Court  in  appointing  justices 
of  inferior  courts,  auditors  and  masters,  has  grown  consid- 
erably. The  Superior  Court  has  the  discretionary  power 
to  make  these  appointments,  and  the  appointees  have  the 
undoubted  ability  to  properly  perform  the  service  required. 
In  one  county  a  careful  comparison  was  made  of  a  num- 
ber of  auditor's  bills  rendered  by  justices,  with  bills  submit- 
ted by  associate  justices  for  services  in  holding  court  during 
the  same  year.  The  result  of  this  comparison  indicated  that 
while  it  was  possible  for  the  auditor  to  have  rendered  the 
services  paid  for  by  order  of  the  court,  still  it  was  possible 
that  the  county  was  not  getting  a  square  deal  in  the  matter. 
The  bills  paid  by  the  county  for  services  of  associate  jus- 
tices were  very  large. 

The  memorandum  incorporated  in  the  justice's  certificate 
allowing  one  of  these  auditor's  bills  is,  in  part,  as  follows: 
"  There   is,   however,   serious   question  whether   a   county 
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official  receiving  compensation  considerable  in  amount,  based 
upon  the  assumption  that  a  substantial  portion  of  his  time 
will  be  required  by  his  official  duties,  should  be  appointed 
an  auditor,  and  I  append  the  foregoing  query  lest  the  ap- 
proval of  this  bill  be  considered  as  a  precedent." 

Fees  of  Cebtain  Police  Offioebs. 

Section  42  of  chapter  204  of  the  Revised  Laws  provides 
that  no  police  officer  who  receives  a  salary  by  the  day  shall 
be  paid  for  testifying  as  a  witness  in  a  criminal  case  during 
the  time  for  which  he  receives  such  salary.  Section  44  of 
the  same  chapter  provides  that  a  police  officer  on  duty  at 
night  who  attends  the  Superior  Court  as  a  witness  for  the 
Commonwealth  shall  be  paid  the  same  fees  as  any  other  wit- 
ness. The  question  has  arisen  in  some  inferior  courts 
whether  the  police  officer  of  a  city  or  town  who  receives  a 
salary  by  the  week  and  is  assigned  to  night  duty  is  entitled 
to  witness  fees  if  he  attends  the  inferior  court  as  a  witness 
during  the  day.  Most  of  the  courts  refuse  to  allow  such  fees. 
The  question  is  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  words  "  during  the 
time  for  which  he  receives  such  salary."  A  former  Attorney- 
General  in  an  opinion  rendered  several  years  ago  ruled  that 
police  officers  who  are  employed  and  paid  for  night  work, 
if  called  into  court  during  the  day,  should  be  paid  the  reg- 
ular witness  fee,  inasmuch  as  testifying  in  court  is  not  an 
official  service. 

Fees  for  issuing  Wabrants. 

In  some  counties  large  sums  are  paid  each  year  for  issuing 
warrants.  If  issued  by  a  clerk  of  a  court  during  office  hours 
no  charge  can  be  made.  But  the  office  hours  of  a  great  many 
clerks  of  the  smaller  courts  are  so  limited  that  a  great  part 
of  the  business  of  issuing  warrants  falls  into  the  hands  of 
those  entitled  to  pay  therefor  from  the  county.  Although 
this  is  all  in  conformity  with  law,  still  some  method  should 
be  adopted  whereby  warrants  could  be  issued  by  clerks  or 
other  salaried  officers  and  considerable  expense  avoided. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  many  cases  where  there  is  a 
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wide  divergence  in  matters  of  court  allowances,  due  wholly 
to  the  discretionary  power  of  the  courts,  I  call  attention 
to  these  specific  cases  without,  however,  making  recommenda- 
tions at  this  time,  for  I  believe  that  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mission on  the  Inferior  Courts  of  Suffolk  County,  although 
dealing  directly  with  the  courts  of  but  one  county,  will  lead 
to  speedy  action  toward  uniform  practice  in  the  other  courts 
of  the  Commonwealth,  superior  as  well  as  inferior. 

Naturalization  Fees. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Laws  and  acts  in 
amendment  thereof,  naturalization  fees  were  formerly  paid 
to  county  treasurers  and  then  turned  over  by  them  to  the 
treasurers  of  law  libraries  for  library  purposes. 

The  United  States  naturalization  act  of  June  29,  1906, 
permits  the  clerks  of  courts  doing  naturalization  to  retain 
one-half  of  the  fees  received  in  any  fiscal  year  up  to  the  sum 
of  $3,000,  paying  all  additional  clerical  assistance  required 
from  the  fees  received  by  them.  If  the  clerk  collects  fees 
in  excess  of  $6,000  in  any  one  year  he  may  be  allowed  addi- 
tional compensation  for  the  employment  of  additional  cler- 
ical assistance  if  the  business  warrants  it. 

Upon  the  passage  of  this  act  a  number  of  the  clerks  de- 
clined to  pay  over  their  naturalization  fees  to  the  county, 
and  the  matter  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Attorney- 
General.  He  ruled  that  the  clerks  were  not  entitled  to  the 
fees  inasmuch  as  section  37  of  chapter  165  of  the  Revised 
Laws  provided  that  the  annual  salaries  of  the  clerks  were 
in  full  compensation  for  all  services.  The  matter  then  went 
to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  decision  there  was  that  the 
clerks  were  entitled  to  their  fees. 

It  is  now  incumbent  upon  the  county  commissioners  to 
ascertain  whether  any  part  of  the  clerical  assistance  em- 
ployed in  the  offices  of  clerks  of  courts  is  properly  "  extra 
clerical  assistance"  made  necessary  by  naturalization  work, 
and  whether  requests  for  increases  of  salaries  of  present  em- 
ployees or  requests  for  more  assistance  are  due  to  the  nat- 
uralization work  done  in  these  offices. 
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Law  Libbasies. 

The  laws  relating  to*  law  libraries  in  counties  should  be 
revised. 

The  total  appraised  value  of  the  books  in  these  libraries 
is  about  $600,000.  The  appropriations  for  the  support  of 
these  libraries  are  made  in  many  ways.  Some  are  charged 
to  general  taxation,  items  therefor  being  included  in  the 
county  commissioners'  annual  estimate;  some  are  supported 
by  special  legislation,  there  having  been  many  acts  passed 
in  different  years ;  some  receive  the  $2,000  or  a  less  amount, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  general  law,  section  4,  of  chapter 
38,  of  the  Revised  Laws ;  others  take  whatever  they  are  enti- 
tled to  under  this  law,  and  also  such  further  sums  as  the 
county  commissioners  see  fit  to  allow  th^n  under  a  subse- 
quent clause  of  this  same  section;  in  some  counties  no  esti- 
mate is  made  and  the  expenses  are  paid  from  unexpended 
balances;  and  until  recently  naturalization  fees  went  to  the 
county  law  libraries. 

The  management  of  the  libraries  is  in  the  hands  of  commit- 
tees of  law  library  associations,  ccnnmittees  of  bar  associa- 
tions and  in  some  cases  has  been  intrusted  to  individuals 
connected  with  these  associations.  Salaries  are  paid  to  treas- 
urers, custodians,  librarians  and  clerks,  running  from  a  few 
dollars  into  the  thousands. 

The  returns  made  by  several  of  the  association  treasurers 
to  the  commissioners  are  inadequate,  the  treasurers  contend- 
ing that  the  law  neither  requires  an  itemization  of  their 
accounts  nor  provides  for  the  examination  demanded  by  the 
controller. 

The  law  should  be  amended  so  that  all  law  libraries  must 
be  incorporated  and  appropriations  made  in  the  same  way. 
Each  library  should  have  its  separate  appropriation  in  the 
commissioners'  estimate,  charged  to  general  taxation.  Clerks 
of  courts  fees  should  go  into  the  general  income  of  the  county. 
The  treasurer's  account  should  be  fully  itemized  and  subject 
to  examination  by  this  office,  without  any  question  of  the 
meaning  of  the  law.    Comparisons  of  the  cost  of  maintenance 
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could  then  be  made  and  a  saving  of  the  counties'  money 
would'  undoubtedly  follow. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  bill :  — 

An  Act  relative  to  Payments  to  Law  Librabt  Assooiations. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Hoftse  of  Repreeentatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  aesemhled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same,  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  Section  four  of  chapter  thirty-eight  of  the  Revised 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  said  section  and  substitute 
ing  the  following:  —  Section  4.  For  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
law  libraries  controlled  by  legally  established  corporations  and  as- 
sociations designated  in  sections  one  and  two  of  this  chapter,  and 
to  none  other,  county  treasurers  shall  pay  annually  to  such  corpo- 
rations and  associations  such  amounts  as  the  county  commissioners 
shall  include  in  their  annual  estimate  of  receipts  and  expenditures, 
granted  and  appropriated  by  the  legislature  in  the  county  tax,  a 
separate  amount  being  fixed  for  each  library  in  case  there  is  more 
than  one  in  a  county.  All  sums  so  paid  shall  be  applied  to  maintain 
and  enlarge  such  libraries  for  the  use  of  courts  and  of  citizens. 
The  treasurer  of  the  law  library  association,  before  receiving  any 
money  from  the  county  treasurer,  shall  give  bond  with  sureties  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  county  commissioners  for  the  faithful  ap- 
plication of  such  money  and  that  he  will  make  a  return  annually 
to  the  county  treasurer,  under  oath,  of  the  manner  in  which  it 
has  been  expended,  fully  itemizing  all  receipts  and  expenditures, 
accompanying  the  same  with  proper  vouchers. 

Section  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Masters'  and  Eeepiirs'  Aixowance. 

Section  8  of  chapter  456  of  the  Acts  of  1911  requires  the 
superintendent,  master  or  keeper  of  any  reformatory  or  penal 
institution  to  pay  over  to  the  probation  officer,  under  certain 
conditions  and  at  the  end  of  each  week,  a  sum  equal  to  50 
cents  for  each  day's  hard  labor  of  certain  prisoners  in  their 
institutions.  In  the  case  of  masters  and  keepers  of  jails 
and  houses  of  correction  the  act  provides  no  funds  from 
which  to  make  these  payments.  Section  35  of  chapter  6  of 
the  Revised  Laws  provides  that  officers  who  are  authorized 
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to  expend  money  in  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  may,  upon 
requisition,  have  advanced  them,  by  the  Commonwealth, 
money  to  meet  such  expenditures.  But  there  is  no  provision 
of  law  authorizing  advances  to  masters  and  keepers  in  order 
that  they  may  have  funds  from  which  to  pay  the  expenses 
they  have  to  meet,  because  of  this  new  law  or  that  provid- 
ing for  advances  to  discharged  prisoners  or  other  incidental 
expenditures.  The  amount  of  money  these  officers  have  to 
advance  is  going  to  be  very  materially  increased  by  this  act. 
Under  the  law  as  it  is  now  they  must  pay  from  their  own 
pockets  and  later  ask  the  county  to  reimburse  them.  The 
county  should  advance  them  fimds,  under  restrictions  similar 
to  those  imposed  when  the  Commonwealth  makes  advances. 
I  therefore  reconmiend  the  passage  of  the  following 
bill:  — 

An  Act  providing  fob  Advances  from  the  Coitnty  Treasury 
TO  Masters  and  Keepers  of  Jails  and  Houses  of  Correc- 
tion, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  (gen- 
eral Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  Masters  and  keepers  of  jails  and  houses  of  correc- 
tion who  are  authorized  or  directed  to  expend  money  in  behalf  of 
the  county  may  have  money  advanced  to  them  from  the  county 
treasury  in  such  amounts  as  the  county  commissioners  may  approve 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  at  any  one 
time. 

Section  2.  Such  officers  shall  certify  that  the  amount  is  needed 
for  immediate  use,  and,  as  specifically  as  may  be,  the  purposes  for 
which  the  expenditure  is  required.  The  certificate  shall  bear  the 
approval  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  and  when  filed  with 
the  county  treasurer  payment  shall  be  made  by  him  to  such  officer. 

Section  3.  Such  officers  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  re- 
ceipt of  an  advance,  file  with  the  county  treasurer  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  amounts  expended  subsequent  to  the  preceding  account- 
ing, approved  by  the  board  of  county  commissicmers,  and  vouchers 
therefor. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
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Salabies  of  Deputies. 

With  the  exception  of  the  salary  of  the  third  deputy  in 
this  ofBce  there  has  been  no  change  in  salaries  since  their 
establishment.  The  third  deputy's  salary  was  raised  from 
$1,000  to  $1,200  eleven  years  ago.  The  first  deputy's  sal- 
ary has  remained  at  $1,800  for  sixteen  years  and  the  second 
deputy's  at  $1,500  for  twenty-one  years.  During  this  time 
the  work  has  more  than  doubled.  The  first  and  second  dep- 
uties have  been  performing  their  duties  for  many  years 
and  they,  together  with  the  third  deputy,  are  extremely  effi- 
cient and  valuable  men.  Their  salaries  average  $500  less 
than  those  of  others  in  the  employ  of  the  Commonwealth, 
doing  work  of  a  somewhat  similar  nature,  but  not  more  im- 
portant, and  requiring  not  nearly  the  same  high  standard 
There  is  too  great  a  difference  in  the  salaries  of  the  deputies. 
The  work  is  the  same  for  each  of  them,  and  the  only  differ- 
ence between  men  of  about  the  same  aptitude  is  that  which 
experience  makes.  Their  salaries  should  all  be  raised  so  as  to 
more  nearly  conform  with  the  salaries  paid  others  whose 
duties  are  of  the  same  general  nature. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
bill :  — 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Salaries  op  the  Deputy  Controllers 

OF  CouNTT  Accounts. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  ike  same,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  forty-six  of  chapter  twenty-one  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  ont  the  words  ^'  eighteen 
hundred  dollars"  in  the. seventh  line  thereof  and  substituting  there- 
for the  words:  —  two  thousand  dollars,  —  and  by  striking  out  the 
words  ''fifteen  hundred  dollars''  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  lines 
thereof  and  substituting  therefor  the  words:  —  eighteen  hundred 
dollars,  —  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "  twelve  hundred  dollars  " 
in  the  eighth  line  thereof  and  substituting  therefor  the  words :  — 
sixteen  hundred  dollars,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  46. 
The  controller  may  appoint,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and 
council,  and  subject  to  removal  with  their  consent,  three  deputy 
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controllers.  If  the  controller  is  disabled  from  performing  bis  official 
duties,  or  if  the  office  of  controller  is  Vacant,  the  first  deputy  shall 
perform  the  duties  thereof.  The  annual  salary  of  the  controller 
shall  be  twenty-five  hundred  dollars;  of  the  first  deputy,  two 
thousand  dollars,  of  the  second  deputy,  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
and  of  the  third  deputy,  sixteen  hundred  dollars,  payable  by  the 
commonwealth.  The  controller  shall  be  allowed  the  actual  ex- 
penses of  himself  and  his  deputies  incurred  in  traveling  in  the 
performance  of  official  duties. 
Sectiok  2.    This  act  shall  take  efifect  upon  its  passage. 

Naturalization  Fees. 

Inasmuch  as  naturalization  fees  are  now  divided  between 
clerks  of  courts  and  fhe  United  States,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  United  States  naturalization  act  of  June  29,  1906, 
the  counties  have  no  further  claim  on  them.  And  although 
it  may  be  that  the  second  clause  of  section  18  of  chapter 
166  of  the  Revised  Laws,  making  these  fees  payable  by 
clerks  of  courts  to  county  treasurers  and  by  them  to  the 
treasurers  of  county  law  libraries,  is,  by  implication,  re- 
pealed by  the  United  States  law,  or  nullified  by  the  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  the  case  of 
Hampden  County  v.  Morris,  I  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  bill :  — 

An  Aot  relative  to  Naturalization  Fees. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighteen  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
six  of  the  Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  therefrom 
the  words  beginning  ''  all  fees  "  in  the  sixth  line  thereof  and  ending 
with  the  words  ''by  law"  in  the  eleventh  line  thereof,  so  as  to 
lead  as  follows:  —  Section  18.  The  fees  of  clerks  of  all  courts 
under  the  provisions  of  the  four  preceding  sections  shall  be  as 
follows;  for  receiving  the  primary  declaration  or  application  for 
the  naturalization  of  an  alien,  one  dollar;  for  the  final  declaration 
or  application  for  the  naturalization  of  an  alien,  two  dollars;  for 
making  out  the  papers  of  either  of  said  declarations,  <Hie  dollar. 
No  primary  or  final  certificate  shall  issue  until  the  fees  provided 
for  in  this  section  are  first  paid. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
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Opinions  of  the  Attornby-Gteneral. 

The  question  having  arisen  in  several  cases  how  far  jus- 
tices of  inferior  courts  are  authorized  by  law  to  go  in  the 
matter  of  purchases  of  various  articles  of  furniture  for  their 
offices,  this  office  requested  the  Attorney-General  to  furnish 
an  opinion  relative  to  section  40  of  chapter  160  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws.  For  the  information  of  county  officers  I  quote 
from  his  opinion,  as  follows :  — 

By  a  communication  dated  March  18th  you  inquire  whether  the 
provisions  of  Revised  Laws,  chapter  160,  section  40,  authorize  the 
purchase  hy  a  justice  of  a  municipal,  district  or  police  court  of 
office  furnishings,  such  as  a  typewriter,  a  rotary  neostyle  and  a 
cabinet.  ...  I  am  of  opinion  that  this  section  does  not  authorize 
the  purchase  of  furnishings  for  a  court  room.  Under  the  provi- 
sions of  Revised  Laws,  chapter  20,  section  6,  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  county  to  ''  provide  suitable  accommodations  for  district  and 
police  courts  in  the  cities  and  towns  in  which  they  are  required  to 
be  held,"  and  to  "  provide  for  the  heating  and  care  thereof  and  do 
all  other  things  incidental  thereto."  The  furnishings  of  a  court 
room,  therefore,  should  be  provided  directly  by  the  county,  under 
this  section,  and  not  by  the  justices  and  clerks  of  police,  district 
or  municipal  courts  under  section  40. 

Early  in  the  year  the  question  arose  as  to  the  interpreta- 
tion of  section  18  of  chapter  20  of  the  Revised  Laws,  relative 
to  the  copy  of  the  records  of  the  county  commissioners, 
required  to  be  filed  by  their  clerk  with  this  office.  The 
opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  upon  this  question  fol- 
lows :  — 

Section  18  of  chapter  20  of  the  Revised  Laws  provides  that  county 
commissioners  ''shall  keep  a  full  and  complete  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings at  an  their  meetings  and,  if  their  vote  and  decision  is  not 
unanimous,  the  record  shall  show  how  each  commissioner  voted.  A 
copy  of  said  record,  attested  by  their  clerk,  shall  annually,  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  be  transmitted  to  the  con- 
troller of  county  accounts."  ...  I  have  no  hesitation  in  advising 
you  that  in  my  opinion  section  18  requires  that  a  copy  of  the  full 
and  complete  record  of  the  county  commissioners,  attested  by  their 
clerk,  should  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January, 
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be  transmitted  to  the  controller  of  coiinty  accounts,  and  thereafter 
by  him  submitted  to  the  General  Court.  These  provisions  are  not 
complied  with  by  the  transmission  of  so  much  of  the  records  of  the 
county  commissioners  as  shows  how  each  conunissioner  voted  in 
cases  where  their  vote  or  decision  was  not  unanimous. 

Chapter  162  of  the  Acts  of  1911  made  changes  in  the  law 
relative  to  county  commissioners'  expense  allowances.  The 
difference  of  opinion  relative  to  the  proper  interpretation 
of  the  act  was  such  that  the  Attomev-GeneraPs  decision  was 
required  and  is,  in  part,  as  follows :  — 

Tour  particular  inquiry  is  with  reference  to  what  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  the  allowance  for  meals  and  "  other  necessary  expenses  " 
in  addition  to  transportation.  The  matter  is  not  entirely  free  from 
doubt  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  ex- 
press provision  requiring  the  county  commissioners  to  maintain  an 
office  or  to  hold  their  meetings  at  any  particular  place  or  office. 
I  am  informed,  also,  that  the  practice  in  the  different  counties 
varies  as  to  when  and  where  meetings  are  held.  On  the  whole, 
however,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  act  should  be  construed  so 
that  when  a  county  commissioner  is  entitled  to  transportation  he 
should  also  be  allowed  for  his  meals  and  incidentals.  Where  he 
is  not  entitled  to  charge  for  transportation  he  should  not  be  al- 
lowed for  his  meals. 

The  meaning  of  the  word  "  costs  "  in  chapter  250  of  the 
Acts  of  1911  i&  not  plain  and  has  occasioned  trouble  in  the 
accounts  of  clerks  of  inferior  courts,  I  quote  a  part  of  the 
Attorney-General's  opinion  as  to  the  meaning  of  this 
word :  -^- 

It  is  apparent  that  the  word  "fee''  in  the  fifteenth  line  is  in- 
tended for  ''  fine."  The  obvious  purpose  of  the  amendment  was  to 
secure  to  the  jurisdiction  in  which  the  ease  was  first  prosecuted  a 
proper  share  of  the  money  received  from  the  fine  eventually  imposed 
in  the  Superior  Court.  In  my  opinion  the  word  "costs,"  as  used 
in  the  statute  of  this  year,  should  be  taken  in  the  same  sense  as  the 
word  "costs"  is  used  in  Ct.  1890,  chapter  440,  section  4,  and  is 
equivalent  to  the  fees  and  expenses  disbursed  in  the  lower  court, 
which  the  clerk  of  that  court  is  required  to  transmit  upon  appeal 
to  the  Superior  Court. 
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In  1904  several  acts  were  passed  classifying  and  estab- 
lishing salaries  for  many  county  oflScers.  The  intention  of 
those  who  drew  the  acts  was  undoubtedly  to  make  them  auto- 
matic. But  coming  as  they  did  from  different  sources,  this 
intention  was  not  clearly  carried  out  in  the  wording  of  the 
acts.  An  interpretation  of  chapter  451  of  the  Acts  of  1904 
by  the  Attorney-General  was  obtained,  and  in  consequence 
thereof  the  legislation  contained  in  chapter  299  of  the  Acts  of 
1911  was  passed. 

Salakies  of  Assistant  Recobders  of  the  Land  Coubt. 

The  legislation  establishing  the  land  court  provided  for 
the  fixing  of  salaries  of  assistant  recorders  by  the  Governor 
and  Council.  Until  last  year  less  than  half  the  assistant 
recorders  received  salaries  and  a  number  of  them  were  doing 
much  less  business  than  some  of  the  others  who  received  no 
salaries. 

In  May  1911,  the  Governor  and  Council  established  a 
classification,  and  now  each  assistant  recorder  receives  a 
salary,  based  upon  the  amount  of  business  done  in  his  office. 

Ebports  to  the  Attorney-General. 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  47  of  chapter  . 
21  of  the  Revised  Laws  the  following  matters  have  been 
reported  to  the  Attorney-General :  — 

Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County.  —  A  recent  examination  of 
papers  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  superior  criminal 
.  court  of  Suffolk  County  shows  the  following  facts:  on  Dec. 
28,  1910,  returns  were  made  of  21  executions  on  defaulted 
recognizances  amounting  to  $3,326.63.  The  deputy  sheriff's 
returns  on  these  excutions  show  that  they  were  collected  and 
paid  to  the  sheriff  on  different  dates  between  Dec.  4,  1908, 
and  Nov.  7,  1910.  For  instance,  the  execution  collected  Dec. 
4,  1908,  was  No.  4049,  and  amounted  to  $318.61.  One  of 
the  deputy  sheriffs  certified  on  this  execution  that  he  col- 
lected and  paid  the  sheriff  this  amount  Dec.  4,  1908;  the 
sheriff  under  date  of  Dec.  28,  1910,  certifies  that  he  has 
received  this  same  amount  on  the  execution.     In  the  same 
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way  another  was  collected  Dec.  31,  1908,  7  in  1909  and  12 
in  1910.  We  are  informed  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  men- 
tioned above  that  this  procedure  is  in  the  ordinary  course 
of  business,  and  that  it  is  the  custom  for  the  deputy  sheriff 
to  hold  these  amounts  paid  him  until  a  considerable  sum 
has  been  collected  before  paying  over  to  the  sheriff,  who  then 
makes  his  return  to  the  court  and  receives  a  certificate.  The 
sheriff  informs  us  that  the  returns  on  the  executions  are  not 
correct  in  that  he  did  not  receive  any  of  this  money  until 
Dec.  28,  1910,  —  that  it  was  held  by  the  deputy  sheriff  until 
that  date. 

Since  this  matter  arose,  payments  over  have  been  very 
promptly  made. 

Norfolk  and  Plymouth  County  Treasurers.  —  Under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  482  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  these  two 
counties  were  authorized  to  expend  $20,000  in  repairing  and 
improving  Straits  Pond  bridge.  An  amount  has  been  ex- 
pended exceeding  the  appropriation  by  $827.96.  The  rea- 
son given  for  this  is  that  during  the  work  a  storm  arose  and 
caused  considerable  damage.  The  work  was  being  done  by 
the  day. 

Norfolk  County  Treasurer.  —  The  Northwestern  Consoli- 
dated Milling  Company  was  paid  for  two  bills  for  flour,  $600 
each,  dated  Oct.  24,  1910,  the  flour  being  delivered  in  one 
lot,  a  car  load.  The  purchase  was  made  by  the  sheriff  for 
use  at  the  jail.  This  is  apparently  a  violation  of  chapter 
20,  section  27,  of  the  Revised  Laws.  The  claim  is  made 
that  the  county  saved  money  by  the  transaction. 

Middlesex  and  Essex  County  Treasurers.  —  Under  the 
provisions  of  section  3  of  chapter  21  of  the  Revised  Laws, 
Middlesex  County  was  authorized  to  expend  annually  for 
clerical  assistance  in  the  treasurer's  office  the  sum  of  $800, 
Essex  County,  $600.  Chapter  322  of  the  Acts  of  1905 
authorized  Middlesex  County  to  expend  $1,200  for  this  pur- 
pose, Essex  County,  ^1,000.  The  prior  act  was  not  repealed, 
in  words,  by  the  subsequent  act,  and  the  two  counties  regu- 
lated their  expenses  with  the  supposition  that  the  total  pro- 
vided for  by  the  two  acts  could  be  expended.    The  work  done 
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in  these  two  offices  was  necessary,  and  the  business  of  the 
counties  could  not  have  been  properly  performed  by  the  ex- 
penditure allowed  by  the  second  act  alone.  During  the  years 
1906  to  1910,  inclusive,  Middlesex  County  has  paid  out 
$626.14  in  excess  of  the  amount  allowed  by  the  second  act; 
Essex  County,  $1,680.28. 

Worcester  County  Treasurer.  —  The  law  permits  counties 
to  pay  for  law  books  for  the  use  of  courts.  The  present  col- 
lection of  books  in  the  Fitchburg  Court  House  is,  in  reality, 
a  law  library.  The  payments  made  by  the  coimty  of  Worces- 
ter for  its  support,  from  its  miscellaneous  and  contingent 
fupd,  do  not  seem  proper  and  have  been  stopped.  From 
Jan.  1,  1911,  to  Aug.  1,  1911,  the  county  has  expended 
$360.43  in  this  way. 

Berkshire  County  Treasurer.  —  Chapter  308  of  the  Acts 
of  1908  authorized  the  expenditure  of  $2,000  for  making 
certain  copies  of  records  of  the  registry  of  deeds.  Chapter 
416  of  the  Acts  of  1910  authorized  an  additional  expendi- 
ture of  $1,500  for  the  same  purpose,  making  a  total  of  $3,600 
authorized. 

The  county  treasurer  has  expended  for  services  in  doing 
this  work  the  sum  of  $3,946.40,  and  for  materials  the  fur- 
ther sum  of  $153.50,  properly  charged  to  this  account.  Thus 
the  total  expenditure  has  exceeded  the  appropriations  by 
$599.90.
